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DIES WITH A FORTUNE UNSPENT. 


Strange Case of Cassius R. Carter Puz- 
zles the Coroner. 

A man with a sombrero, a blanket, and a 
pair of polished Texas horns came into the 
Palmer House on Sunday night, and after 
registering as “‘ Cassius R. Carter” asked 
Clerk Bailey to give him a moderate-price¢c 
room. He was assigned to Room No. 721, 
_ a bellboy showed him up to the seventh 

oor. 

Yesterday afternoon the chambermaid 
tried to enter the room, but was unable to 
arouse any one, and the carpenter forced his 
way in through the transom. On the bed 
lay the guest dead. The odor of gas was 
stifling. 

Deputy Coroner Buckley found one gas 
jet turned on full and the second jet half on. 
In a belt, strapped around the body, he 
found fourteen new $100 Treasury notes. 
In the clothing were a gold watch, two large 
rings, and papers showing the name of the 
man was Carter beyond a doubt. 

There was little to indicate his place of 
residence. A receipt for a pair of trousers 
was dated at Washington, D. C.; some med- 
icine had been put up in Albuquerque, N. 
M., and there was a letter directed to Los 
Angeles. Another letter was found directed 
to Carter at Stanton, Va., and a hotel card 
from Kinsley, Kas. 

In Carter’s coat Mr. Buckley found what 
was said to be a sharper’s deck of Mexican 
monte cards. His clothes showed him to be 
a Westerner, but his hands gave no evi- 
dence of toil. A specimen of ore seemed to 
indicate he might have been a prospector for 
mines. The body was removed to the 
morgue, where the inquest will be held this 
afternoon. PY 

Whether it was a case of suicide or of 
blowing out the gas puzzled the Deputy 
Coroner greatly. 

**I can see nothing to indicate a deliberate 
suicide,’’ he said, ‘“‘for the care the man 
took of his money is against such a theory. 
He was apparently going East with his 
trophies of Western life and stopped at the 
hotel over night. Yet, the papers would in- 
dicate he had traveled too much not to turn 
out the gas. He had evidently smoked a 
cigar in bed before going to sleep, and noth- 
ing indicated he was preparing to die before 
morning. 

“We found the gas jets in perfect shape. 
The transom had been closed tightly and the 
window was locked. There was nothing 
whatever to give a clew to the man’s place 
of residence. This seems strange, for or- 
dinarily a man carries something to show 
where he lives. Once I would have said it 
was not a case of suicide, but I have found 
people doing so many strange things I am no 
longer certain of anything.”’ 

“When the man registered,” Clerk Bailey 
said, “I don’t think he was under the in- 
fluence of liquor. He appeared to be in good 
Spirits and went off with the bellboy as if 
he was all right. He was about 40 years old 
I should say. He did not write his place of 
residence on the register, and I did not notice 
the omission. To my mind it is simply a 
case of blowing out the gas.”’

Madrid, Feb. 10.—An immense aerolite ¢ex- 
ploded above this city at 9:30 a. m. today. 

There was a vivid glare of light and a loud 
report, followed by a general panic. All the 
buildings were shaken and many windows 
were shattered. 

According to the officials of the Madrid 
Observatory the explosion occurred twenty- 
six miles above the earth. 


Felt for Miles Around. 

The force of the explosion was felt for 
several kilometres around this city and the 
concussion was so severe the partition wall 
of the United States Legation collapsed and 
nearly all the windows of that building were 
broken. 

Train of Fine White Dast. 

The sun was shining clearly at the time 
and the only thing visible in the sky was a 
white cloud bordered with red, which was 
traveling rapidly across the heavens, leav- 
ing behind it a train of fine, white dust. 

When the explosion occurred the populace 
believed it was an earthquake or a sign of 
divine wrath. 


Populace Paniec-Stricken. 

Many injuries resulted from the panic 
which broke out amongst the people. and 
from the frantic attempts made to escape 
from the factories and schools. Seventeen 
persons were injured in one tobacco factory 
by the collapse of a staircase when the in- 
mates rushed upon it to escape from the 
building.

EX-EDITORS AIR THEIR GRIEVANCES 


Messrs. Cust and Muller Write Letters 
About Their Dismissal.

London, Feb. 10.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}|—I am enabled to 
send you for exclusive publication in Amer- 
ica the last and most interesting chapter of 
the story of the revolution in Mr. Astor's 
Pall Mall Gazette. 

It is a letter sent to Mr. Astor by E. Ewan. 
Muller, late assistant editor with Cust. He 
was the only practical journalist except one 
on the Pall Mall Gazette, and has the best 
reputation as a man of Judgment, experience, 
and considerable literary and scholarly 
ability. He was incontinently discharged 
like Cust, except that no reasons were given 
in his case. 

In his letter mailed today Muller says:

Mr. Astor’s Instructions.

HAVANA TURNS OUT TO HONOR THI 
NEW RULER. 


Military Parade and Loud Plaudits of 
the Populace Welcome the Cap- 
tain-General—Showers of Flowers 
for Him and His Troops—Oatlines 
His General Policy Toward the In- 
surgents, the People, and the Press 


~Issues a Proclamation. 
Havana, Feb. 10.—The steamer Alfonzo 


XIII. arrived here at 8 o'clock this morning, 
having on board Gen. Valeriano W eyler, the 
new Captain-General of Cuba; Nicole u, 
Marquis of Teneriffe; and Gens. Enrique, 
Barges, ‘Terderico Ochando, Miguel Mel- 
quiso, Marinues Ahumada, Luis Castelloi, 
Sanchez Bernal, and Juan Arolas, the latter 
being the hero of Jolo in the Philippine 


Islands. 

The entire city was brilliantly decorated 
in honor of the occasion, and the bay was a 
splendid sight, all the warships and mer- 
chant craft present being decorated with 
bunting. The wharves were crowded with 
people at an early hour, and all the steamers 
and tugboats procurabie were loaded with 


sightseers. 

The Chamber of Commerce, the bourse, 
all the big commercial houses and govern- 
ment departments, the Canarian Associa- 
tion, Gen. Weyler’s countrymen, and others 
crowded upon the chartered steamers or 
about the landing place. 

The troops and _ volunteers turned 
out to a man, together with the fire depart- 
ment.and police, and for a lofg time past no 
such brilliant display has Been witnessed 
in Havana. This is mainly G¢ue to the fact 
that in many quarters Gen. Weylet is looked 
upon as likely to be the man who will re- 
store order in Cuba, which would mean a 
resumption of commerce and business, de- 
velopments which are anxiously looked for- 
ward to by the commercial community. 


General Officers Present.

Gen. Weyler was welcomed by the City 
Council on board the Alfonso XIII. He was 
presented with an address of welcome and 
assurance af loyalty.

This does not mean that the new Captain- 
General will leave all points unprotected in 
order to concentrate his troops here. On 
the contrary, he will endeavor to protect 
property to the utmost, but in so doing he 
expects to be able to call in several thousand 
men who are doing small garrison duty in 
places where apparently there is no neces- 
sity for their presence now. 

Gen. Weyler will also do everything pos- 
sible to muster as strong a force of cavalry 
as he can, Considerable reinforcements of 
this branch of the service have already ar- 
sat here and more are expected during the 
week. 

Regarding his political standing, Gen. 
Weyler will be entirely non-partisan whiie 
willing to listen to suggestions and advice 
from all parties. 

In short, his first efforts will be directed 
to concentrating his forces and restoring 
public confidence, 

Later he will try to engage the insurgents, 
who are understood to be concentrating their 
forces in anticipation of having. a much 
more difficult task before them than they 
have had up to the present. In fact, some 
reports credit the insurgents with desiring 
to concentrate all their scattered detach- 
ments and columns into one body, and so 
bring the insurrection to a direct issue. 


Will Not Stand Out. 


If so there seems to be no doubt that the 
Spanish Generals will not put any obstacle 
in the way of the insurgent commanders, 
But Spaniards here, who are well posted on 
the situation, say that there is no truth in 
the report that the insurgents will make any 
effort to risk a pitched battle. 

Gen. Weyler is the subject of interested 
speculation and study on all sides as to his 
character and as to his plans in his new of- 
fice of Captain-General. 

An observer concludes that his counte- 
nance reveals the real military character, 
and shows him to be endowed with superior 
intelligence. 

He knows the character of the Cubans 
well, the knowledge having been gained by 
a former residence among them, and has 
clear ideas on the necessities of the situation. 
The new Captain-General allows it to be an- 
nounced that he will dedicate all of his 
energies, before everything else, to the pur- 
suit of the warfare against the insurgents, 
hoping by this to establish an early peace. 
He announces himself an adherent of the 
energetic policy favored by the conserva- 
tives of both Cuba and Spain. He will not, 
however, be guided by party considerations 
while the rebellion lasts. He understands 
that his whole mission is to make an end of 
the war. 

He deprecates the idea that he has any 
intention of putting into force cruel prac- 
tices, such a course being entirely against 
his sentiments, but he asserts very explicit- 
ly that he will be as hard and severe with 
the enemies of Spanish sovereignty as cir- 
cumstances require—not only with those 
with arms in their hands in the field, but 
with those in the city working harm among 
the friends of Spain. He comes to do jus- 
tice consistent with the position of a royal

Will Be Receptive. 


He announces that he will give a hearing 
and attentively listen to all who approach 
him to give counsel and will then do what he 
deems just and most suitable. The Captain- 
General gives it to be understood he relies 
greatly upon the codperation of the loyal in- 
habitants of the island and upon the patriot- 
ism of the volunteers, upon whom he relies 
to dedicate all their talents, and energy 
towards making an end of the rebellion. 
He expects, also, valuable assistance from 
Gens. Pando and Borjes, the Marques Ahu- 
mada, Gens. Ochando, Arola, Bernal, Mol- 
quizo, and the other Generals already en- 
gaged in fighting on the island. 

The press, Gen. Weyler further announces, 
will have suitable liberty, the publication 
being prohibited only of that which refers 
to the movements of the troops and of that 
which directly favors the rebels. 

It is obvious that Gen. Weyler’s presence 
has produced great effect, due not only tu 
his presence, but to his talks and proclama- 
tions, and it is the general opinion that the 
spirit of the Spanish sympathizers has been 
greatly raised. 

Until long after midnight the crowds of 
people remained in the Plaza de Armes, 
shouting acclamations for Weyler, in whom 
their hopes are centered of seeing the re- 
bellion soon put an end to. 

Carlos Denis, the Civil Governor of Ha- 
vana, accompanied by his Secretary, the 
Marqu de Palmerola, has arrived here, 
accompanied by the squadrons of Castillejos, 
Lesma, Victoria, Alvantara, and Borbon. 

The band of Castilla has attacked Santa 
Maria Rosario, in Havana Province, and 
burned twenty-nine houses before it was 
repelled by the garrison. 


PROCLAMATION OF THE GOVERNOR. 


Gen. Weyler Indicates the Policy of 
His Administration. 

Havana, Feb. 10.—The following is the 
proclamation issued by Captain-General 
Weyler y Nicolau upon assuming his post: 

*'To the People of Cuba: Honored by her 
Majesty the Queen and her government 
with the command of this island, under the 
difficult circumstances now prevailing, I 
take charge of it with the determination 
that it shall never be given up by me, and 
that I shall keep it in the possession of 
Spain, willing as it is to carry out whatever 


has been in the past. 

“TI rely upon the gallantry and discipline 
of the army and navy, upon the patriotism, 
never to be subdued, of the volunteer corps, 
and more especially upon the support that I 
should be given by the loyal inhabitants, 
born here or in Spain. 

“It is not necessary to say that I shall be 
generous with the subdued and to all of those 
doing any service to the Spanish cause. But 
I will not lack in the decision and energy of 
my character to punish with all the rigor 
that the law enacts those who in any way 
shall help the enemy or shall calumniate the 
prestige of our name. 

Patting Politics Aside. 

‘* Putting aside at present any idea of pol- 
itics, my mission is the honorable one of 
finishing the war, and I only see in you the 
loyal Spaniards ‘who are to assist me to de- 
feat the insurgents. But her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment is aware of what you are and of 
what you are worthy, and the statutes of 
peace that these provinces may obtain. It 
will grant you, when it is deemed suitable to 
do so, the reforms that the government may 
think most proper, with the love of a mother 
to her children. 

“Inhabitants of Cuba, lend me your co- 
operation, and in that way you will defend 
your interests, which are those of the coun- 


try. 
‘** Long live Spanish Cuba. 
** Your General and Governor, 
** VALERIANO WEYLER, 
' ** Marquis of Teneriffe.”’ 
Pian Weyler also offers the following ad- 
ress: 

“Volunteers and Firemen: Being again 
at’ your head, I see in you the successors of 
those volunteers and firemen who fought 
with mein the previous war, and with their 
bravery, energy, and patriotism brought 
about peace, defended the towns and cities, 
and .contributed most powerfully to save 
Cuba for Spain. Remember these virtues: 
brighten your spirits, and, relying on my 
whole attention, my decisive support, and 
my utmost confidence, lend me the same 
help and codperation, and with the same 
ambition save the prestige of your name 
and’ the honor of our flag, which, forever 
victorious, should fly over this island. 

‘Soldiers of the army, I greet you in the 
name of her Majesty the Queen and of the 
government. Having the honor of being at 
your head, I trust that at my command you 
will continue to show the bravery in face of 
hardships proper for the Spanish soldier, 
and that you will confer new wreaths to add 
to those already attained under the com- 
mand of my predecessors, Gens. Martinez 
Campos and Sabas Marin. 

“ On my part, answering to the great sacri- 
fice made by the nation and using the efforts 
of all arms and bodies in the work intrusted 
to each of the organic units, I will not omit 
anything to place you in the condition for 
obtaining the victory and the return of peace 
to this island, which is what it longs for. 

“Sailors, I have again the satisfaction to 
be at your side, and I again trust that, as in 
Mindanao, recently, you will lend me your 
powerful codperation to bring peace to this 
island. Thus I expect surely that you will 
afford me a new chance to express my

Cubans Ask Recognition as Men Fight- 
ing for Freedom. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 10.—[Special }—

American people, signed by the Presidentof | 


the Provisional Government of Cuba, and 
eraving recognition for the insurgents. 
Says the appeal: : 

“ All we wish now is to be looked upon by 
the Government of the United-States as 
men and soldiers battling for their birth- 
right. We do not wish to appear in the 
eyes of the world as bandits.” 

After rehearsing in detail the history of 
the United States’ struggle for freedom the 
appeal continues: ‘‘ We ask the American 
people to grant us, through its President and 
Congress, those rights of belligerency to 
which, according to the laws of war and of 
nations, we are entitled. Our armies have 
marched whithersoever they would through- 
out the entire island, and for weeks have 
threatened the stronghold of Spain’s power 
in Cuba. 

‘*Must we capture Havana and drive 
Spain’s hirelings across the sea before we 
are even given the right as men to fight for 
that priceless gift which God destined 
should be universally divided among his 
children? Must we gain our independence 
before we are accorded the sanction of the 
world to labor for it? 

“‘Is Spain entitled to consideration at the 


hands of a modern civilized and highly pro- | 


gressive nation? Does its misrule of Cuba 
for a century commend it to the hearts and 
minds of men? Are its hirelings here fit to 
lift up and educate the Cuban and make his 
beloved island prosperous? 

** Cuba, the bleeding, appeals to its Amer- 
ican sisters. It does it in the name of God. 
of justice, of civilization, and of America."’ 


REFUGESS ARRIVING. IN HUNDREDS. 
Cubans Fleeing from Weyler’s Repu- 
tation for Cruelty. 

Tampa, Fla., Feb. 10.—[{Special.]-—-The 
steamer from Cuba last night brought in 
about 300 refugees fleeing from Weyler’s 
anticipated violence, many of them without 
the means of livelihood. Many more were 
forced to stop at Key West because they were 

unable to pay their passage here. 

Basilio Guerra, the Chief of the insurgents, 
is in Las Villas with 2,000, and has gone to 
the hills near Midaro, in Matanzas Province. 

Miguel Torres, a wealthy resident of Jovel- 
lonos and a Major of the Spanish Volunteers, 
has joined the insurgents. . 

All the prisoners, about fifteen in number, 
in the Castle of San Severino at Matanzas 
City were recently told they were at liberty 
to go. At 2 o'clock in the morning the doors 
were opened. When they reached the court 
yard they were all shot for attempting to 
escape. Recent letters convey this intelli- 
gence. Most of the refugees are going td 
Mexico.

TORIES WILL NOT HARM RHODES. 


Chartered Company Is Not to Be Made 
to Suffer.

London, Feb. 10.—(| Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}—A digest of the 
Queen’s speech should be the sensation of 
the day, but this year’s summary is the 
poorest ever published. It seems to show 
nothing more plainly than that the Tories 
do not intend to reveal even the least little 
bit of their secrets or plans to the opposition. 

The fiying trip of Colossus Riiodes from 
South Africa to England and back in a week 
served to develop two views of Rhodes 
among the English people. The Times finds 
him a lofty patriot, bravely facing the situ- 
ation and frankly assuring the world that 
the South African Chartered company is in- 
nocent of any complicity in the Jameson 
raid. The Chronicle calls the Times the 
agent of the Chartered company and treats 
Rhodes without gloves, in so far as to say 
he is more for Africa and his own ambitions 
than for the empire; that he is a leaderina 
country ruled by capitalists and great cor- 
porations, among which the Chartered com- 
pany is but one of many whose capital is 
rated at fabulous figures. 

The same journal has said that in Rhodes’ 
dominions these great corporations control 
politics, enterprise, society, the press, and 
that bread is taxed, while diamonds go free. 

The latest utterance of this outspoken 
paper is that it is preposterous to suppose 
that in an interview of an hour and a half 
with Chamberlain Rhodes either had been 
convicted of complicity with Jameson or 
had been able to clear himself from suspi- 
cion. 
back from Africa to undergo part of the 
searching inquiry the government must 
make into the operations of the Chartered 
company. 

Tories Will Be Lukewarm. 


It seems to me the whole aititude of the 
Tories is against the presumption that they 
will heat a very hot fire to try out the dis- 
agreeable truths against a company of which 
the Duke of Fife is Chairman. Certainly 
the Tories do not wish to condemn, try, or 
even disturb the great corporation, and will 
not unless that terribly wise old burgher, 
Oom Paul Kruger, forces the government 
to take action by disclosing worse than is 
now known of the South Africn company 
when he comes to England. 

That is why Rhodes hurries home, pas=- 
ing the ships carrying Jaméson and his other 
Lieutenants coming here as prisoners. He 
satisfied Chamberlain that the Chartered 
company thought British lives in danger in 
the Transvaal and sent men to their rescue 
like a true patriot. 

The Times sees nothing in Rhodes’ future 
but a return to Africa and his devotion to 
the extension of the. power and glory of the 
British Empire. It says Rhodes rightly or 
wrongly expresses confidence that within 
the borders of Rhodesia, to which he is now 
hastening, there lies buried mineral wealth 
not inferior to that of the Transvaal. It 
declares he means to develop it as rapidly 
and completely as modern science working 
under free institutions will enable him to 
do. His ambition is to create, under British 
rule, a new and greater Johannesburg. 

The success or failure of the project de- 
pends altogether on a single factor. If gold 
is in Rhodesia nobody can doubt Rhodes 
will get it out, says the Times, and a wealthy 
and prosperous State speedily spring up in 
the desert. If it fails perhaps a flourishing 
agricultural community will in time have 
its home in Rhodesia. ‘Therefore, one way 
or the other, it says “ the noble patriot is 
sure to bring down blessings on the British 
race.””

CECIL RHODES RETURNS TO AFRICA. 


Leaves Quietly, for Fear, It Is Said, of 
Being Held in England. 
London, Feb. 10.—Cecil Rhodes, formerly 
Premier of Cape Colony, started for Af- 
rica today. Mr. Rhodes’ departure was 
managed quietly. He will go to South Af- 
rica via the Suez Canal. The Duke of Aber- 
corn, President of the British Chartered 
South African company, and a few friends 
were the only people who saw Mr. Rhodes 
off. It is understood he wiil return to En- 
giand for the trial of Dr. Jameson, which will 

take place in June next. 

The sudden departure of Mr. Rhodes for 
South Africa was a surprise, it is said, tothe 
Colonial Office. The Pall Mall Gazette this 
afternoon mentions the report that Mr. 
Rhodes went away in order to defeat any at- 
tempt upon the part of the House of Com- 
mons to stop him from leaving the country. 


Chartered Company Adjourns, 


The British Chartered South Africa com- 
pany issued a statement this evening to 
the effect that the annual meeting of that 
organization was postponed owing to the 
inexpediency of holding it while the trial of 
Dr. Jameson is pending. The statement 
adds that the company is satisfied that, al- 
though the Chartered police will hereafter 
be controlled by the government, the position 
of the company is otherwise hot affécted. 


Kruger Imposes Conditions. 


Pretoria, Feb. 10.—President Kruger has 
notified Sir Hercules Robinson, Governor cf 
Cape Colony, his willingness to visit England 
according to the suggestion of Joseph Cham- 
berlain, the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, is based upon the submission in 
advance of the subjects of the proposed con- 
ference. 


Reform Committee’s Trial. 


The trial of the members of the Reform 
committee of Johannesburg was resumed to- 
day, having been adjourned over from Fri- 
day last. The examination of witnesses with 
reference to the funds of the National Union 
showed that a bank account had been opened 
in the name of a development syndicate by 
Col. Rhodes, John Hays Hammond, Phillips, 
and Fitzpatrick. 

The Birmingham Post, which is the organ 
of Mr. Chamberlain, the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, declares that the whole 
relationship of the crown to the Chartered 
South Africa company may be revised, and 
that steps have been taken so that no future 
administrator of the company can be in a 
position to repeat the Jameson raid. 


AMERICANS IN ARMENIA IN DANGER. 


Turkey’s Pian to Implicate Mission- 
aries in Recent Riots. 
Constantinople, Feb. 10.—Turkey’s plan to 
implicate the American missionaries in Ar- 
menian affairs is being steadily pursued. 
An attempt has been made to arrest Mr. 
Knapp, one of the hardest working mission- 
aries at Bitlis, on a charge of sedition and 
murder, based on an accusation signed under 
coercion by some Armenians who were in 
jail. Mr. Knapp appealed to Minister Ter- 
rell, who learned from Consul Hampson at 
Moush that the charge was wholly un- 
founded and was a mere pretext to drive 
Mr. Knapp from the country. Mr. Terrell 
insists that unless the charge is abandoned 
Mr. Knapp shall be brought here and tried 

before him. 

Mr. Terrell is using his influence with the 
Turkish Government in order to procure 
the necessary escorts and protection for 
Miss Clara Barton, President of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross Society, and her assistants, 
while they are distributing relief to the 
suffering Armenians. 

Renewed activity has been noticed among 
the Young Turks party, and the police in 
consequerice are taking stringent measures 
to prevent disorder. Severai leaders of this 
party were arrested on Saturday, including 
Mahmud Bey, son of Mukhtar Pasha, the 
Ottoman Commissioner. Many of the 
Young Turks and others are dissatisfied with 
the rapprochement recently arrived, at be- 
tween Turkey and Russia. 

Ottawa, Ill, Feb. 10.—[(Special.]—Ottawa 
raised $100 for the Armenian sufferers at a 
mass-meeting last night..

Her Latest Con fession. 


, Miss Hollingsworth, becoming frightened 
a the developments implicating her in Pearl 
ryans murder, tonight made what she 
alleges is a complete confession of how the 
girl met her death. This story Miss Holl- 
ingsworth claims to have received ina letter 
from Jackson after Pearl’s death, the ietter 
now being in the hands of her attorney. 

Miss Hollingsworth began by admitting 
that Walling brought Pearl Bryan here on 
Thursday following the Tuesday when she 
went to Cincinnati. It had been previously 
arranged that the Hollingsworth girl was 
to do the work for Jackson and Walling. 
Pearl and Walling came here with surgical 
instruments and Miss Hollingsworth says 
she took the girl to the Cleveland Block 
in this city and treated her early on Friday 
morning, and that Walling then took Pearl 
back to Cincinnati. Pearl was kept in Jack- 
Sons room and died that night, according 
to Jackson's letter. Jackson then hired a 
colored man to take the body over to Ken- 
tucky, where Jackson met him. The col- 
ored man had borrowed a butcher’s cleaver 
and chopped off the head, which Jackson 
took and threw into the Ohio River on the 
return to the city. 

This story Miss Hollingsworth says Jack- 
son wrote her in a letter the next day. The 
story does not agree; it is said, with the post- 
mortem. 


Miss Hollingsworth’s Antecedents. 


Vincennes, Ind., Feb. 10. — [Special.] — 
Laura May Hollingsworth, now mentioned 
in connection with the murder of Pearl 
Bryan, was formerly a Vincennes girl. She 
is well connected. Her relatives are among 
the wealthiest and most respected citizens 
of this city and county. She is a daughter 
of ex-County Treasurer Spence Hollings- 
worth, who was found to be a defaulter to 
the amount of $83,000. He was sentenced to 
the penitentiary and served his time. Lulu 
May, or Laura, as she was known here, was 
inclined to gayety and had a penchant for 
forming friendships with strange men upon 
Slight acquaintance. On discovering her 
romantic turn her guardian sent her to 
Coates College at Terre Haute, where she 
first met Pearl Bryan, the murdered girl. 
Disliking the restraints of college life, she 
ran away and created a sensation by her 
mysterious absence. 


Financial Aid for the Bryans. 


Greencastle, Ind., Feb. 10.—[{Special.]—The 
Hollingsworth story created additional ex- 
citement here today. The girl had visited 
here and was well known to several Green- 
castle people. Her story is believed by the 
o‘ficers, who think she is withholding some- 
thing, but the general impression here is that 
the girl is making a vigorous play for notori- 
ety. It is rumored frre that she has this 
evening divulged some additionai information 
that is valuable. 

The Citizen of Greencastle today circulated 
a petition asking that the amounts set op- 
posite the signers’ names be given to the fam- 
ily of Bryan to assist them in the heavy ex- 
pense incurred by their wreat bereavement. 

The paper was freely signed, as the senti- 
ment of the comnmunity is solidly with the 
afflicted family.

NARROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


Poison Found Prepared for an Aged 
Couple Near Arcola. 

Arcola, Ill., Feb. 10.—{Spéetvial.]—Mr. and 
Mrs. Martin Litt yesterday evening prepared 
to gotoa neighboring town to spend the day, 
and Mrs. Litt cooked the hired man’s dinner 
and placed it on a shelf in the pantry. A 
plate of fried chicken was among the several 
articles cooked. 

The hired man, it appears, did not eat 
much of the chicken, and when Mr. and 
Mrs. Litt returned home in the evening the 
latter set about to prepare a lunch. 

The house dog, which was whining for his 
supper, was togsed a piece of the chicken 
and died in great agony in a few minutes. 
This aroused the suspicion of Mrs. Litt, who 
decided to investigate further by calling in 
the cat. The cat died in exactly ten minutes 
after eating the poisoned food. 

It is thought some one entered the house 
after the departure of Mr. and Mrs. Litt and 
put poison in the victuals with the intention 
of poisoning the couple. 


BANK ROBBERS CAUGHT IN THE AOT, 


They Make Their Escape Without Se- 
curing Any Booty. 

Neenah, Wis., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—An at- 
tempt was made last night to rob-the Na- 
tional Bank of Winneconne, in this county. 
Theedoors of the vault were pried open and 
the burglars were in the act of opening the 
strong box when they were discovered. The 
robbers escaped in a rig that was tied in 
front of the bank.

OF INTEREST TO LIQUOR DEALERS. 


Court Affirms Bills May Not Be Collect- 
ed in Iowa. 

Ottumwa, Ia., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—Judge 
Hichetberger made a decision today of in- 
terest to wholesale liquor dealers. A de- 
murrer was filed by an Ottumwa saloon- 
keeper to a suit brought by a Peeria liquor 
firm for a liquor bill. The demurrer averred 
that the Martin mulct law did not legalize 
liquor traffic in the State and hence the bill 
could not be collected by legal process. The 
Judge ruled that the mulct law was only a 
stay to criminal proceedings and did not 
legalize the traffic, and sustained the de- 
murrer. This is the first time the question 
has arisen under the new law.

Chicago Capitalists Will Manufacture 
It at Sault Ste. Marie. 

Lansing, Mich., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—Chica- 
go capitalists have organized. the Michigan 
Liquefying company and the Michigan Car- 
bine company, each capitalized at $1,000,000, 
for the purpose of manufacturing acetylene 
gas in thisState. A plant will be established 
at Sault Ste. Marie, so as to take advantage 
of the mugnificent water power at that place. 
The parent company wilt also establish a 
plant at Niagara. Lime, coke, and electricity 
are used to produce a portabie substance 
which gives off the cas under certain condi- 
tious, readily produced, and whl. can be 
shipped directly to the consumer.

WIZARD HARD AT WORK. 


THE GREAT EDISON EXPERIMENTS 
WITH THE X RAY. 


With Cathode Rays He Hopes to Kill 
the Bacilli of Consumption~—Is Now 
Making Detailed Arrangements for 
Photographing the Human Brain— 
In Berlin a Swallowed Needle Ix 
Located and a Life Saved—W onder- 
ful Demonstration in a Hospital. 

New York, Feb. 10.—Thomas A. Edison, 
the electrician, was hard at work all day in 
his laboratory in West Orange, N. J., prepar- 
ing for his experiment of photographing the 
human brain with the aid of the newly dis- 
covered X ray. 

With the aid of mercury pumps he labored 
assiduously on Crookes tubes of his own 
manufacture. To the mouth of each tube a 
long glass tube was attached and through 
this, by means of a connecting tube in the 
side, the mercury was run, and the airin the 
Crookes tube was gradually exhausted by 
the mercury. 

Patience of the Great Experimenter. 

Surrounded by a score or more of inquis!- 
tive reporters and other curious visitors Mr. 
Edison sat for hours watching the progress 
of the work. He displayed a wonderful 
amount of patience when, after repeated 
trials, the desired result was not obtained. 
Agdin and again the efforts were repeated, 
and Mr. Edison explained to the reporters 
thay he was trying to see whether the rays 
were longitudinal etheric vibrations, going 
strgight out into space, or local magnetic 
waves circulating from one electrode to the 
other in the tube through the air in the im- 
mej{iate locality and being purely local in 
infkjence. He was desirous of finding the 
degsee of vacuum in a tube which would 
giv; the best effects of X rays. 


Rays Penetrate Plates of Steel. 


‘another experiment today he caused the 
raié to pass through a piece of steel one- 
hat of aninch thick. He also found that the 
mysterious rays were capable of penetrating 
a Dyt of cardboard, a piece of celluloid, and 
a Malf-inch strip of steel combined, leaving 
thé plate uniformly black. Had therays not 
ge emg the steel the plate would natural- 
y have been black only in the place where 
the steel was not interposed. He secured 
similar satisfactory results several times 
with equal precision. 

To Photograph the Brain. 

In regard to his proposed attempt at pho- 
tographing the human brain, he was asked 
if there would be any danger of the sub- 
jects suffering any physical injury from the 
rays which would necessarily be forced 
through the head, as it had been suggested 
that a spark of electricity from the tube 
might cause some injury to the neryous 
system. Mr. Edison replied: ‘‘ No. The 
subject would be in no danger whatever, 
as there is no amperage in the rays in the 
tube, and it is the amperage that works 
the’ harm.” 

Tomorrow he will try to photograph sec- 
tions of the head only by placing a small 
film, which is the plate, inclosed in celluloid 
covers, in the mouth of the subject, with the 
plate facing the palate. 


Rays to Penetrate the Skull. 


The rays from the florescent bulb electrode 
will then be directed so as to penetrate the 
skull and strike the plate at the desired 
angle. After this another plate, similarly 
inclosed in celluloid covers, will be placed in 
tha subject’s mouth, facing the right or left 
side of the head, and the rays will be placed 
accordingly. This, in Mr. Edison’s opinion, 
should warrant a successful negative, as the 
rays would only have to pass through one 
thi¢kness of the skull. Then, if the attempt 
is satisfactory, he will try: to photograph 
the’ entire head, with the plate resting at the 
back and the rays penetrating the face, and 
also with a subject lying on his right side, 
to have the rays penetrate from the right or 
left, with the plate on the opposite side. 


As a Cure for Consumption. 


Mr. Edison’s mind was fairly bristling with 
schemes for trying the effects of the X rays, 
so as to get some practical use out of them. 
He explained one of them in this way: 

“You know that one of the effects of sun- 
light on water is to kill the germs and bac- 
teria which it contains. Now, the Roentgen 
rays, if they mean anything extraordinary, 
show a disturbance in the ether analogous 
to the waves of light. The X rays may be 
short wave lengths, beyond the invisible 
ultra violet rays, or they may be longer 
waves on the other side of the red, in the 
spectrum. Whatever they are, they should 
have an effect similar to light. 


‘*‘My plan is to get two patches of cult- 
ures of bacilli and inclose them in celluloid 
tubes which have already been shown to 
be almost completely pervious to the X 
rays. One of these patches I shall expose 
to the X rays, but not the other. Then I 
shall watch the effect to see if the patch 
of bacilli exposed to the X rays ceases to 
grow, while the other patch of course will 
grow on as usual. . 

‘“‘Tf it can be shown that X rays stop the 
growth of bacilli, then what can be easier 
than to turn the rays on the lungs of per- 
eons afflicted with consumption? You can- 
not let sunlight into their lungs, but it has 
been abundantly proved that the X rays will 
freely penetrate all tissue except bone.” 


New Discovery Saves a Life. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY HENRY W. FISCHER.) 

Berlin, Feb. 10.—[{Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.]—The Central Roentgen 
Photograph Association, which, as I cabled 
you last week, was in course of organization 
for the purpose of promoting experiments 
with the cathode ray, has already estab- 
lished a large laboratory in Berlin. 

Today the first Berliner to benefit by the 
wonderful discovery of Dr. Roentgen was a 
poor young seamstress, who had swallowed a 
needle last week. Every day of her existence 
since seemed an age of agony. Her physician 
despaired of her case, as the poor woman 
could not retain the lightest food on her 
stomach. 

Since Saturday morning she grew steadily 
worse. Frequent spells of vomiting increased 
her unendurable tortures. It was noticed 
the patient expectorated blood, which caused 
the doctor to surmise that the needle was 
imbedded somewhere in the lining of the 
stomach, causing a flow of blood at every 
sudden movement. 

The physician called an eminent surgeon 
of the university staff in consultation, who 
did not believe her life could be saved, as 
the incessant expectorations of blood gave 
evidence of considerable ulceration having 
ensued. It was determined as a dernier 
ressort to bring the patient to the Roentgen 
laboratory, in the hope that the x ray would 
locate the needle, and that the same might 
be extracted without endangering the youn: 
woman's life. 

To the great joy of all-‘interested, the ex- 
periment at the laboratory this afternoon 
proved a brilliant success. 

A camera holder containing a sensitized 
plate was placed against a heavy block of 
wood at one-side of the bared breasts of the 
patient, who, in order to secure a steady po- 
sition, was bound to the back of a heavy 
oaken chair. 

When all was in readiness the electric ight 

was turned on and after five minutes the cur- 
rent was cut off, the bandage loosened, and 
the plate taken to the dark room for devel- 
opment. 
All felt highly gratified at the results, as 
the plates plainly showed every bone of the 
upper part of the body. The needle was dis- 
covered lying point downward in the lower 
right angle of the stomach. Its position ac- 
counted for the patient's loss of blood, as it 
would puncture the flesh whenever she would 
get up from a chair or bed. 

Surgeons being present it was resolved to 
remove the needle at once. The patient was 
placed under the influence of chloroform and 
the cause of her excruciating sufferings 
which threatened her life, was taken from 
the stomach by skillful surgical] manipula- 
tions. 

The patient is doing well tonight a

SAY THE REPORT IS MISLEADING. 


Nicaragua Canal Officials Roast Gov- 
ernment Commission Report. 
New York, Feb. 10.—[{Special.J—Engineer 
Menocal of New York, who was chiefly re- 
sponsible for the original plans of the Nica- 
ragua Canal company, is in Washington, 
trying to ascertain what the army engineers 
or the United States Government Commis- 
sion mean by upsetting his report, and 
recommending a@ new survey that will cost 

the government at least $500,000. 
Smith M. Weed, Vice-President of the 
Nicaragua Canal company, 


was more emphatic in his denunciation of 
the report. “‘I shall wait until it is pub- 
lished,”’ he said, ‘‘ and then see if I cannot 
demonstrate that it is altogether inaccurate 
and misleading. The engineers of the com- 
mission spent exactly fourteen days in 
traversing the 160 miles of the canal. They 
found fault with everything, and then, ad- 
mitting that their survey was inadequate, 
they ask the government for authority to 
spend hundreds of thousands more and take 
a year and a half to make another survey. 
It will be a sheer waste of time and money. 

“IT wish it understood,” said Mr. Miller, 
‘that our company has never authorized the 
statement that the Nicaragua Canal could be 
built for $66,000,000. That was simply the 
estimate of the engineers for removing so 
much earth, drilling so much rock, and doing 
s0 much dredging. My own estimate has 
always been about $100,000,000.” 


TREASURY REPLENISHING RAPIDLY. 


Some Gold Is Withdrawn to Pay for 
the Bonds. 

New York, Feb. 10.—Subtreasury offictals 
were busily engaged up to a late hour to- 
night receiving gold on deposit in payments 
of installments. on bids for the new govern- 
ment bonds by individuals and representa- 
tives and employés of banks and institu- 
tions. In fact the facilities of the depart- 
ment were overtaxed, and the total amount 


“credited to bond-buyers was not reached 


until 6 o'clock. 

There were about thirty or forty depos- 
jiors of gold today. The officials did not 
assume to furnish data and the total figured 
out $8,749,524. The greater part of this sum 
was represented by the turning over to the 
Subtreasury of checks for gold deposited at 
the Assay Office and receipts for gold pre- 
viously deposited at the Subtreasury for 
examination. The depostis at the Assay 
Office amounted to $470,000 in gold bars and 
these figure in the above grandtotal. The 
figures of fresh gold deposited today for 
examination at the Subtreasury were not 
available. 

The withdrawals foot up about $1,600,000 
in coin, much of it to be used for bond pay- 
ments. 

The official list of successful bidders ar- 
rived at the Subtreasury this morning and 
a number of successful bidders for small 
amounts identified their bids and made de- 
posits. It was generally believed that a 
great part of the gold for the first installment 
of the payment would be deposited within a 
day or two. It need not, be, paid until Feb. 
15. 


CROKER TO BE BOSS ONCE MORE, 
Old Tammany Leader to Resume His 
Place in the Organization. 

New York, Feb. 10.—[Special.]—Richard 
Croker has decided to resume active control 
of Tammany Hall. He has made up his 
mind to keep his hand on the helm during 
the Presidential campaign and the year fol- 
lowing. He was due to sail for England 
tomorrow, but that visit has been indefinite- 
ly postponed. Sir. Croker has done a deal 
of thinking since the Senatorial dinner at 

the Savoy Hote} on Saturday night. 

The insight which the ex-chief there ob- 
tained of bitter internal jealousies and enmi- 
ties, the bickering and backbitings in the 
organization, has come as a revelation to 
him. Mr. Croker is surrounded, so the big 
leaders say, with petty parasites, tale-bear- 
ers, and flatterers, until he had really lost 
touch with the rank and file of Tammany.

came to him Oct. 1, when Dr. William M. 


Leszynski, the attending physician, reported | 


to the Health Board that there were 361 
cases of ringworm at the asylum. In his 
previous reports he had reported only 90. 
The whole trouble seems to be that dissen- 
sions have arisen between the members of 
the medical staff, one set advocating one 
treatment and the other opposing it.

FEW BUT ENTHUSIASTIC. 


“ANTI-SNAPPERS” PROTEST AT CEN- 
TRAL MUSIC HALL. 


Republicans Dissatisfied with the Ac- 
tion of the Central Committees in 
Calling Early Conventions, De- 
mounce Such Methods, and Adopt 
Resolutions—The Attendance Is 
311, Including Speakers, but Some 
Fiery Speeches Are Made. 

Three hundred and eleven persons at- 
tended the indignation meeting at Central 
Music Hall last night. 

This number included the presiding officer, 
the speakers, and those who occupied stage 
seats as honorary Vice-Presidents. It was 
by no means such an outpouring as the lead- 
ers had anticipated. Some of them plainly 
evinced their disappointment. But they 
were as enthusiastic as it was possible for 
them to be under the circumstances. A 
goodly number took their leave after 
William E. Mason had spoken. Sam- 
uel W. Allerton apologized for the slim at- 
tendance and explained the cause of it. In 
the course of his remarks he launched the 
query: “ Why are there so few of us here?” 
and this was his answer: . 

“I can tell you. The time is so short in 
which to make a fight the boys are out in 
évery ward hustling.”’ 

But among those present were some of 
the prominent men of the city. Presumably 
every man there was a Republican who will 


go to the polls next Friday and cast his 
ballot. 


Earnest in the Cause. 

The sentiments uttered in condemnation 
of the County Central committee in calling 
an early convention by the speakers were 
interrupted with applause and cries of hear! 
hear! so that nothwithstanding the crowd 
was small it showed deep earnestness in the 
cause. It was largely composed, too, of 
friends and admirers of Gov. Mc Kinley. At 
least his name was cheered more generally 
than that of any other Presidential candi- 
date mentioned. 

An effort was made to prevent all discus- 
Sion of candidates, but Mr. Mason could not 
resist the temptation to say something of 
the men who aspire to the nomination for 
President, and when, after going over the 
list, he said: “ Mr. McKinley would fill the 
Station as well as anybody,” a scene of en- 


thusiasm greater than any given during the 
evening followed. 


The Resolutions. 

A. H. Revell presided and with some pleas- 
ant reference to the position each one oc- 
eupies introduced the various speakers. At 
the close of the speechmaking George V. 
Lauman read the resolutions prepared by 
a committee, of which he was Chairman, 
and which were unanimously adopted. Here 
they are: 

“In the republican form of. government 
all power is delegated by the people. Under 
this form of government those to whom the 
management of party is intrusted are 
charged to exercise their power in the in- 
terest of all whom they represent. All 
| political action by the people should be taken 
after the fullest consideration and calmest 
deliberation. Proposed action, suggested by 
| those in whose hands the management of 
| party is intrusted, is presumed to be made 
_ with the intent to receive the earnest thought 
| and best judgment of the people whose in- 
terests it affects. When delegates to a 
party convention for any purpose are to be 
selected it is reasonable and right ample 
time and opportunity be given the voters to 
fully consider the’ object of such corven- 
| tion, to thoroughly canvass the issues 
presented, and to analyze the character and 
standing of the men whom they desire to 
have represent them. 


Should Not Disfranchise. 

‘It is of the most vital importance there- 
fore to intelligent and honest political action, 
in fact, for the preservation of our political 
rights, that those having the arrangement of 


time, place, and manner of calling primaries 
and conventions so conform themselves to 


these essentials, and to the customary 
usages of the party, that no one be taken 
unawares, that no one be directly or in- 
directly disfranchised. 

“At a time when the political mind of the 
community is awakening into activity, when 
men are anxious to discuss and deliberate 
upon the best men and the best measures to

promote the public good, when it is believed 


of the utmost importance that time, deliber= | 
ation, and agitation be used to ascertain the 


true sentiment of the people, the Republican 
party of Illinois stands amazed at the spec- 
tacle presented of those in authority fixing 
the primaries and conventions at so early a 
date, and on such short notice as to render 
free discussion,-untrammeled action, and 
judicious selection by the people impossible.

The worst feature was the 
failure of a Republican committeeman to 
recognize his obligation, the relation of trust 
between him and the party at large. 

Acquiescence in a convention suspected of 
being a snap convention, he said, would cast 
a chill on the campaign and handicap the 
county nominees in advance. It would 
tend to impair the splendid majority ex- 
pected from Illinois this year. 

William E. Mason’s appearance was the 
signal for applause. He said: 

“I have not heard the resolutions to be 
presented, but assume they are simply and 
solely to give the American citizen the 
right to protest asa Republican. If that is 
the object of this meeting I join with you, 
but if it is to organize a faction within the 
grand old party which is to form a nucleus 
of stalwarts and anti-stalwarts, snappers, 
and anti-snappers, I shall vote against the 
resolution.’’ 

Referring to the men who compose the 
committee and the reasons for the early 
call he said:

Applaud McKinley’s Name. 

“We may select a man out West, and you 
may select a man for whom you won’t have 
to have a platform. You may select Mr. 
McKinley of Ohio [great applause]—there 
seem to be some McKinley men here this 
evening. One of my Irish friends told me 
today there was nobody for McKinley but 
the people. I begin to believe it. You won't 
have to have any platform if you decide to 
nominate him. I didn’t expect to make a 
McKinley speech, but it is very hard to 
make a Republican speech without doing it.” 

Adjutant J. Gould Warner called for three 
cheers for McKinley, and after they were 
given Mr. Mason continued his talk, eulogiz- 
ing McKinley, and closed with'these words: 

‘“We must bury all differences and re- 
member the success of Republicanism means 
investment for capital, employment for la- 
bor, peace and prosperity to the American 
people.’’ 

Wants Pledged Delegates. 


William P. Willlams was the next speaker. 
He quoted from the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and said: 

‘** Compared with this attack on the funda- 
mental principle of our national life all 
things personal sink into insignificance.” 
He urged those present to fight for pledged 
delegates and said unpledged delegates were 
men “‘ who take your will and mine and 
trade with it for the perpetuation of a per- 
verted machine.” 

In conclusion he said the question to be 
decided was: ‘‘ The people or the few— 
which?’’ 

Gen. John McNulta denied the object of 
the meeting was the organization either of 
a new party ora new faction. Those pres- 
ent were there to protest against an outrage 
and a wrong and reform abuses within the 
party. He scored the committeemen and 
urged all present to go to the primaries and 
there rebuke their false servants in an un- 
mistakable way. 

kx-Attorney-General Hunt followed along 
the same lines, and G. V. Lauman, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Resolutions, re- 
ported. 

At this point a man in the audience said 
as he looked at it the calling of the conven- 
tion so early was wholly in the interest of 
John R. Tanner and Henry Hertz——” 

Chairman Revell said discussion of candi- 
dates was not the purpose of the meeting. 
The man asked: ‘* What can we do?’ 

A voice in the audience answered: “ Call 
a meeting and make your own ticket! ”

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


SENATOR CULLOM IN FAVOR OF ADE- 
QUATE DEFENSES. 


Wishes to See the Adoption of Meas- 
ures Which Would Give the Coun- 
try Suflicient Revenue — Would 
Spend Millions on the Necessary 
Protection to the Principal Sea- 
ports and for a Navy Powerful 
Enough to Prevent Invasion. 

Washington, D. C., Feb, 10.—[Special.]-- 
There are a few members of Congress at 
either end of the Capitol who seem to be 
alive to the criminal negligence displayed 
by the lawmakers of the country in pro- 
voking quarrels with foreign nations and at 
the same time doing nothing to put this 
country ina condition of defense. The mem- 
bers of the Committee on Foreign Relations 
of the Senate probably understand the situ- 
ation as well as anybody in the country, and 
when Senator Cullom some time ago in the 
columns of THE TRIBUNE announced that 
he was in favor of spending from $100,000,000 
to $200,000,000 for the purpose of coast de- 
fenses it was at once taken as significant of 
what the members of Congress in a position 
to know the possible danger thought neces- 
sary to be done. While declining to make 
any predictions about the possible outcome 
of the Venezuelan affair, or of danger of war 
with Spain growing out of the recognition 
of the Cuban insurgents, Senator Cullom 
talked freely this evening on the general 
subject of coast defenses and increase in 
our naval strength. He said: 

‘“*‘T am entirely willing to express modestly 
my opinion upon any public question, espe- 
cially so important a one as you put to me, 
One of the embarrassing facts which are 
presented to members of Congress at the 
outset is the want of money and our ap- 
parent inability to get it except by borrow- 
ing.

“If we could only amend our revenue laws 
580 as to secure sufficient money to pay as 
we go once more, there would be no hesi- 
tation by anybody in proceeding rapidly and

CONGRESSMAN CRAIN OF TEXAS DIES. 


Was Serving His Sixth Term as a Mem- 
ber of the House. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—Representa- 
tive William H. Crain of Texas died this 
morning of catarrhal pneumonia. He was 
| attacked last Thursday with a slight chill 


rapidly grew worse and death took place 
at his home this morning. The funeral ar- 
rangements, which will be placed in charge 
of a Congressional committee, have not yet 
been perfected. 

The desk of Mr. Crain was draped heavily 
with black when the House reconvened at 
10:30, after a recess over Sunday. On the 
desk lay a beautiful bunch of white hy- 
acinths, lilies of the valley, .and roses. 
Mr. Crain was esrving his sixth term in the 
House, and his death came as a shock to his 
colleagues, many of whom did not know he 
was ill.

EXPANSION OF THE UNITED STATES. 


Prof. Harry Pratt Judson Lectures on 
the Subiect. 

Prof. Harry Pratt Judson in his university 
extension lecture yesterday at Steinway 
Hall discussed the expansion of the United 
States. After touching upon the treaty with 
England in 1783, defining the boundary of 
Lritish territory on the American Continent, 
the purchase of Louisiana, Florida, Alaska, 
California, and New Mexico, he said: 

“Of our territorial acquisition thus far 
Louisiana, Florida, and Oregon were great- 
ly needed. Texas and California were not. 
And now there is no part of the continent 
the possession of which is important to us. 
Farcible annexations are out of the question 


and would be a disaster. 
‘In ease of a request for annexation the 


presumption is at present against it. Haweail 
ought to be accepted, on account of the pre- 
dominant American population. The ad- 
vantages to us of a union with Canada is 
doubtful. Cuba ought to be free from Span- 
ish rule, but should either remain inde- 
pendent or be joined to Mexico, to which it 
is allied in race and language. The United 
States has problems enough on hand at 


present.”

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SUCCESS FOR DAMROSCH. 


“ THE SCARLET LETTER ” CAPTURES 
A BOSTON AUDIENCE, 


Wreaths and Flowers Innumerable 
Showered Upon the Successful Com- 
poser and the Two Principals of 
the New Opera—Audience Rises to 
the Fall of the Curtain on the First 
Act — Founded on Hawthorne’s 


Great Novel. 

Joston, Mass., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—Walter 
Damrosch personally achieved a notable 
success tonight on the first presentation 
on any stage of his opera, “‘ The Scariet 
Letter.” Time and time again he was called 
before the curtain at the end of the firstand 
second acts, while flowers in bouquets and 
wreaths were showered upon him. 

Many of the pieces were tied with a 
white satin ribbon bearing a scarlet A. 

As for the opera itself, if the enthusiasm 
of the audience can be counted asa criterion, 
it was a marked success. For instance, for 
an hour or more during the first act the im- 
mense audience—for the big theater was 
packed—sat in perfect silence. Then as the 
curtain dropped there was a tumult of ap- 
plause, men and women jumped upon their 
seats and the large auditorium fairly rang 
with cries for Damrosch, Gadski, and Ber- 
thald. 

Up went the ,curtain again and again 
while the three stars bowed their apprecia- 
ticn and vainly tried to take care of the 
flowers showered upon them. Damrosch 
Was wreathed in smiles, and Gadski never 
looked prettier, albeit she had been for 
nearly an hour on the pillory, standing mute 
in a position that would seem caiculated to 
severely tax her strength. 

The demonstration at the end of the first 
act was equaled when the curtain dropped 
on the second, and then Gadskiand Berthald 
were the heroes, for it was in the second act 
they achieved their triumphs as Hester 
Prynne and Arthur Dimmesdale respect- 
ively. 

Credit to the Singers. 

To the twain must be given a large share 
of credit for the success of the piece. Not 
only was their singing of the highest order, 
but they evinced great dramatic power, 
especially at that point when Hester 
snatches the vial of poison from Arthur and 
secures itin her bosom. Their acting in this 
scene would have done credit to a Dusé or 
Bernhardt. The chorus, for the most part 
German, had some difficulty with the En- 
glish® libretto, as did several of the stars, 
though Gadski and Berthald sang their lines 
distinctly. 

As for the opera itself, it is unlike any 
other opera ever presented in this city. In 
the composition of the score Mr. Damrosch 
has given evidence of great ability, and yet 
it is doubtful if ‘‘ The Scarlet Letter” will 
achieve more than a minor success. The 
theme is too heavy and somber to become 
popular. The score is in harmony with the 
theme, and in no sense catchy. Especially 
heavy is the music in the first act, though 
later it brightens somewhat, and some pas- 
Sages, especially in the second, will hold the 
popular ear. 

The costumes are elegant and the settings 
good, although even on the ample stage of 
the Boston Theater the first scene, a market 
place in Boston, showing the harbor beyond, 
is too cramped to be effective. The second, 
the scene in the forest near Hester’s hut, 
was admirable. The play was cast as fol- 
lows:

Prof. Louis C. Elson of the New England 
Conservatory of Music and a leading critic 
Says of the opera: 

“*The Scarlet Letter’ is too ambitious. 
Whenever Mr. Damrosch writes a madrigal., 
glee, prayer, or woodland idyll he succeeds; 
when he indulges in heroics he becomes a 
copy of Wagner. The heavy orchestration 
is often out of keeping with the simple peo- 
ple on the stage, and the vocal parts, besides 
not being sufficiently melodious, are drowned 
out at times by the furious orchestral tur- 
moil. 

“ The scoring has considerable fluency, but 
iS Monotonous occasionally because of cer- 
tain formulz. The muted horn idea (to rep- 
resent evil) is done to death. 

‘* 1 do not believe that the opera can make 
a success in its present form. Condensation 
may save it, especially a thorough revision 
ot the last part of the second act. 

‘ The second act is excellent up to the end 
of the madrigal, after which it is absolutely 
tiresome.,”’ ; 


Note by the Librettist. 


In an introductory note to the libretto 
the author, George Parsons Lathrop, says 
of the subject matter employed in the pres- 
ent version and its relation to Hawthorne's 

“The Scarlet Letter”: ‘Obviously the 
character of Little Pearl was impossible in 
opera, and she was therefore omitted. The 
great elemental story of Hester’s and Ar- 
thur’s love, 3in. suffering, and partial ex- 
piation is what we wished to treat. This 
is presented with the utmost directness and 
compression. Gaps are bridged, delays 
avoided. Incidents are changed, remodeled, 
or transposed at will, and new incidents and 
moods are introduced.” 

The main important change {fs in the con- 
clusion of the opera, when Hester, taking 
poison, dies with Dimmesdale at the pillory. 

The scenario of the opera is due to Walter 
Damrosch. The first act opens in the 
market place, Boston, before the prison in 
which Hester is placed. Her sin is decricd 
and the people clamor that she be brought 
forth for punishment. In the midst of the 
scene which Brackett endeavors to quell 
Chillingworth enters and recognizes his 
wife. Ignorant of the man’s presence Hes- 
ter comes to her judgment by Arthur Dim- 
mesdale, the Rev. John Wilson, and Gov 
Bellingham. 

Throughout this scene, which is one of 
strong contrasts and permissive ‘of fine 
dramatic. opportunities, Hester maintains 
silence, which she finally breaks with the 
words: ‘‘ From me the world shal] never 
know: his name.’’ 

What remains of the scene is given over to 
a depiction of the passionate remorse of 
Dimmesdale; the breaking forth in fresh in- 
vective by the people. and a demand for 
Hester's death. The woman prays for death 
to end her suffering, pleading first for for- 
giveness for the man whose name she re- 
ee iy se 

eclared free and condemned r 
scarlet letter on her breast ieemioce the 
woman falls fainting on the pillory. 

In the Meeting-House. 


The people have entered the meeting- 
house, and from within comes the sound of 
the choral, ‘‘ Praise God from who all bless- 
ings flow.’’ With this background there 
is a scene between Chillingworth and Hester. 

When Dimmesdale, who faints while he 
is preaching, is carried out by the people 
Hester rushes to his side and is driven back 
agate ag — the climax and end 
ra e first act in the w - 
rote.

The second act opens at Hester’s hut in 
the forest with a song of restlessness and 
yet of resignation. The madrigal sung by 
the New Pilgrims succeeds, and when. dar- 
ing to approach them, the woman is driven 
back to her loneliness she gives way to de- 
spair In a scene: 

“ O, Ruler of Heaven, 
Are these thy creatures?’ 

A short duologue, in which Chillingworth 
reiterates his assumed friendship for Dim- 
mesdale to the Governor, is followed by the 
arrival of the minister. : 

Left alone with Chillingworth, Dimmes- 
dale is persvaded by him to seek Hester. 
Worn out with hopelessness, the woman 
listens to Dimmesdale’s declaration of the 
burden of his guilt, and, in the moment that 
he attempts to take poison, seizes the vial 
from him. It is on this episode that the 
logical sequence of Hester’s death by poison 
is founded. Keeping the vial, which Dim- 
mesdale had received from Chillingworth 
she shows presentiment of death in the 
words: ‘ Thou shalt not go alone.” 

Dimmesdale agrees to flee by ship with 
Hester, and the close of the second act is 
os eee love duet. 

he scene of the third act is iden , 
that of the first. A chorus of cha Maw oie 
grims announces the coming of the election 
day procession. ntly Hester learns 
from the shipmaster that escape from the 
revenge of Chillingworth is hopeless and 
that he has e passage in the ship in 
which she was to sail with Dimmesdale. 
The procession advances and parts to make 
way for Arthur, who is to’ preach the elec- 
tion day sermon. In this moment, instead, 
he takes the hand of Hester and, standing 
beside her at the pillory, confesses his cuilt 
as in the scene in the romance, beginning, 
“O, people of New England.’

FIRST TITLE UNDER TORRENS LAW. 
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William J. Lukens Secures the Covet- 
ed Certificate. 

William J. Lukens, No. 1050 Granville 
avenue, received yesterday at 4:10 o’clock 
the first certificate of title issued under the 
‘Torrens law by Registrar Chase. Mr.Lukens’ 
certificate is numbered 2, No. 1 having been 
made out, by courtesy, to A. F. Seeberger, 
but, as a matter of fact, it is the first. Mr. 
Lukens filed the first application and kept 
close watch on the office. Mr. Seeberger 
was not on hand yesterday, and Mr. Lukens 
secured the cvoveted honor of receiving the 
first certificate handed out. 

The document is a large sheet of parch- 
ment paper and certifies that William J. 
Lukens, aged 41, married to Cora Lukens, 
‘‘is the owner of an estate in fee simple ”’ 
of certain real estate described as: ‘** Lot 
3, Ashbeck’s resubdivision of Lots 3 and 6, 
in B&ck 3, in Irving Park.’’ The value of 
the éstate is given as $66v. 

The certificate acknowledges the receipt of 
66 cents, being one-tenth of 1 per cent of th- 
value, as an indemnity fund. A blank is pro- 
vided, ruled to permit the inscription of a 
‘‘ memorial of estates; easements, incum- 
brances, and charges.”” The names of the 
grantor and grantee; the instrument; date; 
day, month, year, and exact hour of registry; 
the amount and day when due, are all to be 
entered on this blank whenever occasion 
arises. 

The indemnity fund is intended to guaran- 
tee the holder of the certificate against 
errers by the Registrar's office.

CLUB WOMEN SUE FOR PLAYING 
CARDS AND A CURLING IRON, 


Trouble Comes to a'‘Cycling Organiza- 
tion and the Majority Acquires the 
Properties in a Way the Minority 
Resents—All Sorts of Legal Relief 
and an Injunction Asked—Powder 
Box and a Music Book Among the 
Coveted Articles. 


Six members of the Woman’s Cycling club 
of Chicago applied in the Superior Court yes- 
terday for a receiver for the organization. 
They also requested the court to at once 
‘issue an injunction preventing the faction 
now holding the club property from using it. 

That the court may see the grave necessity 
for immediate action the following articles 
are included in the property list: 

One powder box. 

One curling tron. 

One toilet table. 

seven euchre decks. 

Seven packs of cards. 

(one music book. 

Those who ask the court to appoint a suit- 
able person to act as card receiver and music 
rack are:

The complainants in their bill recite the 
club was organized in April, 1895. Before 
that time it was considered an auxiliary of 
the Lincoln Cycling club, and owned some 
property, including the euchre decks, the 
full decks, and the song book. Then the 
inembers organized as an independent wom- 
en’s cycling club, and rapidly acquired the 
curling iron, the box of powder,. and the 
toilet table. The bill states there were 
forty-five original members, though how a 
club of that number got “ stocked” in the 
ratio of, fourteen decks of cards to one curl- 
ing iron is not explained. 

A club-house was secured at No. 31 Lin- 
coln avenue, and the club started off under 
auspicious circumstances. The complain- 
ants recite the average income of the club 
was $56 a month, while the expenses did not 
averawe $55 a month. 

On the 6th of this month there was a meet- 
ing, at which a resolution was put through 
to ruthlessly sell the powder-hox, sacrifice 
the curling iron, mortgage the seven euchre 
decks, and, in fact, to wind up the club and 
disband. When this was done the minority 
was locked out and the toilet table, the 
music book, and the rest of the property 
was sold to Mrs.. Fairchild for $30. 

The complainants assert this was a con- 
spliracy and that the sale was fraudulent, as 
there was one of the minority at the club- 
house during the sale who made a bid of $150 
from the front doorstep. She was not ad- 
mitted, nor was any attention paid to her bid. 
The court is asked to prevent a disposal of 
the property now held by Mrs. Fairchild, and 
to appoint a receiver to wind up the affairs of 
the club and to distribute the assets among 
the thirty remaining members. The court is 
also asked to issue an injunction restraining 
wanton wear and tear on the curling iron 
and too much familiarity with the powder 
box. 

The Woman’s Cycling club has been iIn- 
volved in internal dissensions almost since its 
incention. There have been two factions, 
one led by Mrs. Fairchild, the President*and 
the other by Libbie Douglass, who is the 
first complainant. Charges and ,counter- 
charges have heen made by different mem- 
bers against each other, and the feeling in 
the club has become bitter. Firally Mrs. 
Fairchild wished to secure a State charter, 
and with the majority of the club members 
did so, first passing the resolution to dis- 
band and dispose of the property. This was 
the cause of the present suit. 

The Libbie Douglass faction is confident of 
winning, but for the present the majority 
holds the trumps, as well as all the rest of 
the seven euchre and the seven plain decks. 
Resides this they have the curling iron, the 
powder box, the toilet table, and the music 
hook.

The 
celebration of the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the empire fell flat and the birthday 
ceremonial was simply in the nature of an 
exchange of family compliments. It aroused 
no enthusiasm in Germany, nor even in Ber- 
lin. This declining popularity is still more 
marked by the refusal of the representatives 
of the people even to consider the Emperor's 
bill for the strengthening of the navy. Evi- 
dently the young Kaiser, if he wants to count 
upon the support of his people, will have to 
do something to placate them.

THE DEFENSE OF THE LAKES. 

The sound maxim, “In time of peace 
prepare for war,” is one which the Amer- 
ican Congress will not heed. It knows that 
in ease of war with England the United 
States would be momentarily at a frightful 
disadvantage on its northern frontier. Yet 
it is doing nothing to equalize conditions. 
The other day an army officer said in a 
paper on the subject of the lake defenses: 

Should a war break out now we should be little 
better prepared for defense on the lakes than our 
forefathers were in 1812. The Canadians have un- 
der construction a canal from Lake Ontario to 
Georgian Bay, which will allow their vessels tc 
sail to Chicago and Duluth without a single gun 
to interrupt their voyage. In case of war, what 
might England do? Blockade the mouth of the 
St. Lawrence River and send a fleet of gunboats 
up that river to operate on the lakes. England 
would also send an army to protect the Welland 
Canal. 

He said further: 

In case Lord Salisbury belleves war inevitable 
he will lull Americans into inactivity by professed 
yielding, while he assembles his ships off the coast 
of Newfoundland; they will suddenly appear un- 
der the citadel of Quebec, and on the same day all 
miltary organizations wil! receive orders. The 
Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific rallroads, 
really military lines, will transport these men— 
there are 40,000 of them in the two provinces—to 
the Welland Canal, Windsor, Sarnia (opposite 
Port Huron), and the Soo, and before the Ameri- 
can Nation knows anything about it the fleet will 
be bombarding Cleveland, while another portion 
will lie off Detroit and blow it out of existence. 
Then the ships will reduce Chicago, Milwaukee, 
and the other lake cities. 

Other army officers from Gen. Miles down 
have been talking publicly and privately to 
the same effect for years, but have been 
unable to make any impression., The Can- 
adian authorities are not as “inert.”” Rec; 
ommendations made to them are acted on.

THE REV. DR. BARROWS AND HIS MISSION 

It was a merited tribute to that excellent 
citizen and scholarly clergyman, Dr. Bar- 
rows, that a public farelvell reception 
shoud have been tendered him, and that it 
should have been attended by representa- 
tive men from various denominations as 
well as from the ranks of thoughtful lay- 
men, all eager to pay their respects to him 
upon the eve of his departure from this city, 
and to attest by their presence their recog- 
nition of his faithful pulpit labors as well 
as of his catholic and comprehensive Chris- 
tianity. 

Without any desire to discriminate 
against any one of his brethren in the pul- 
pit, it may be said that not one of them, de- 
parting upon the same or any other errand, 
would leave behind him a keener or more 
general feeling of regret. Dr. Barrows has 
endeared himself to this community by his 
many useful and manly qualities, by his 
high ideals of citizenship, and by his strong 
humanitarian sympathies, as well as by his 
successful-pulpit ministrations. At the 

ime it is not unlikely that a feeling of 
apprehension will be mingled with this re- 
gret. He is about to cut loose from the 
service of an organized church denomina- 
tion and identify himself with the curric- 
ulum of the University of Chicago as the 
representative of the Haskell lectureship in 
India. It will be his mission in that far- 
away country to expound to Hindus, Par- 
sees, Brahmins, and Buddhists, to un- 
changeable Mohammedans, and to progres- 
sive Brahmo-Somajists the fundamental 
doctrines of the Christian faith, to which 
the representatives of all these creeds lis- 
tened respectfully in Mr. Bonney’s Parlia- 
ment of Religions, and from which they 
went away more convinced than ever of the 
superiority of their own beliefs. The mag- 
nitude of his task, considered as a propa- 
ganda, would appall any man of less en- 
thusiasm than Dr. Barrows. Of the 287,-

PLEA FOR BETTER STREETS. 

The people of the Twelfth Ward will have 
the sympathy of good citizens everywhere 
in their efforts for the improvement of West 
Madison street. That is not the only 
thoroughfare which needs attention, but it 
is one of the most important, and its condi- 
tion is bad. The statement made by one of 
the speakers at the meeting of 'riday even- 
ing that “the streets of Chicago today 
never had their equal in the history of the 
civilized world,” may be open to some ob- 
jection, but it is true that the people of any 
city whose streets are worse than those of 
Chicago are ina sad way. 

The city is on a level plain, stretching for 
many miles in each diréction from the lake 
shore. Rainwater will not run off quickly, 
and the mud remains until the water is 
taken up by evaporation. ‘For the same 
reason the sewers choke easily, having but 
little natural drainage. But the great 
trouble in the so-called “ improved ” streets 
is in the disgraceful paving. In 
cases the surface material is not what it 
ought to be, but the larger part of the mis- 
chief lies below it. The paving is uneven 
and full of holes, because the filling under- 
neath is faulty. 

The contractors who lay the pavement in 
the first place do not do good work. They 
allow their workmen hurry over the 
ground without packing down the under- 
filling. In consequence of this the pave- 
ment soon settles unevenly. ‘Then the men 
who gutter the streets for the purpose of 
laying pipes or mains, repairing them, or 
making connections, shovel in the earth

duty. It cannot in reason refuse to make 
this last improvement on the lakes useful 
to the chief city of the lakes.

HUMILIATING HISTORY FOR AMERICANS 

A tract on the supposititious German in- 
vasion and conquest of England led Great 
Britain twenty-five years ago to make itself 
practically impregnable and led Von Moltke 
to revise his dictum: “ I know five ways to 
enter England, but none to get out.” 

Americans need no “ battle of Dorking ” 
to urge them in the direction of coast de- 
fenses. The battle of Bladensburg ouglit 
to suffice. In August, 1814, a British fleet 
anchored in Chesapeake Bay. On the 19th 
of the month Gen. Ross, in command of 
5,000 foot soldiers, ascended the Patuxent 
to Benedict and advanced on the Nationa! 
Capital. Aug. 24 he was stopped for a few 
hours by the efforts of Commodore Joshua 
Barney and Col. Miller, commanding the 
marines. But before nightfall he entered 
Washington. The barbarous — islanders 
remained there five days, In that time 
they burned the Capitol with all the public 
records not hastily removed, the United 
States Treasury, the War and Navy Buil- 
ings, and the White House. They left their 
sick and wounded to the care of their more 
civilized foes and retired with a total loss 
of 900 men, of whom more than half by 
their desertion showed their preference to 
life under the flag of freedom.

William Waldorf Astor, who will be re- 
called as one who objected to having Chi- 
cagoans sit on doorsteps, is still an Ameri- 
can. After building « hotel in New York 
City Mr. Ast6r embarked in the field of 
British journalism, acquiring a London 
evening daily known as the Pall Mall 
Gazette. This attained a commendable rep- 
utation by publishing the exclusive news of 
Mr. Gladatone’s intended resignation some 
years ago, and has since gone on acquiring 
f reputation of an entirely different kind by 
its open hostility to everything American 
except its proprietor. 

When Mr. Cleveland sent Congress his 
message on England's projected acquisi- 
tion of territory in Venezuela Mr. Astor’s 
journal was eagerly turned to in the hope 
of detecting some vestige of love for the 
country whose advantages raised his family 
from the petty peasantry of an obscure Ger- 
man village to the riches it has enjoyed for 
three generations. None was evident, and 
the critic of Chicago doorsteps and servant 
girls had, it was feared, found a snug har- 
bor among the Tories about the throne of 
the Hanoverian dynasty. 

It now appears that an injustice was done 
the New York millionaire. It was not he, 
but his underling, Henry J. C. Cust, who 
berated the impudent Yankees. As editor 
of the Pall Mall Gazette he chose to dictate 
its policy counter to the instructions of its 
proprietor, Mr. Astor dismissed him, 
saying: 

We are suddenly confronted with a dangerous 
controversy between England and the United States 
in which I am deeply interested. I cannot longer 
be responsible for the utterances of a paper over 
which I exerctse only a nominal control. I there- 
fore regret that I am constrained to ask you to 
resign. I sincerely regret the precipitancy of this 
action, which is due to the political situation. 

Mr. Cust resigned and, true Briton that 
he is, turned the letter over to the London 
Times, noted for its hostility to America, to 
publish, hoping doubtless to turn the Brit- 
ish publie against the journal that had 
harbored him. 

We rejoice with Mr. Astor, and we weep 
with Mr. Cust.

FRANCE AND ENGLAND COMPARED. 
The graduated income tax just submitted 

in France, by which the rate of tax paid is 

to vary in inverse proportion to the size of 
the family, is one of the schemes proposed 
for encouraging an increase in the popula- 

tion. Its introduction lends interest to a 

statement brought out by Galignani that 

for the first time in the history of the world 
the population of the United Knigdom of 
treat Britain and Ireland is greater than 


that of France. At the beginning of this 


century France had 2% million inhabitants 


and the United Kingdom only 16 millions. 
In 1891 the latter had 37,797,000 and 
France 38,343,000. In the last five years 
the little difference of 546,000 must have 
heen overcome, as the vital statistics show 
that in 1892 and 1893 the deaths in France 
outnumbered the births by more than 
12,000, while in the United Kingdom the 
births were more numerous than the 
deaths by about 817,000. It is stated that 
since 1893 a change for the better has been 
observed in France, but the gain is a small 
one. 

he native growth of France has been 
small, after making due allowances for the 
disastrous effects of Napoleonic wars early 
in the century and the struggle with Ger- 
many in 1870-71. In the last hundred 
years it has amounted to but about 11 mill- 
ions, or 40 per cent, while in the same time 
the growth of population in the British 
Islands has been more than 21 millions, or 
150 per cent, despite the famines in Ireland 
and the large migration to other countries. 
In that time the emigration from the United 
Kingdom has amounted to 11% millions, 
making the actual British increase 32% 
millions, while France has sent only half a 
million to foreign lands, including her col- 
onies, making the total increase of her peo- 
ple only 1144 millions, or little more than 
one-third that of the British. If to the 
home augment there are added the gain by 
immigration and native growth in the En- 
glish-speaking colonies, also that of the En- 
vlish-speaking, United States, we have in 
the result a powerful argument in favor of 
the theory that English is to be, practical- 
ly, the universal language of the future, no 
other tongue being worthy to be reckoned 
for a moment as a serious competitor. 

In 1803 there were in France 287,000 
uiarriages, S74,000 births, ‘and 867,000 


deaths; while in the United Kingdom in 


the same year the marriages were only 267,- 
(OO, but the births were 1,147,000, against 
732,000 deaths,

They Amount to $10,000 and Are Held 
by Illinois Trust and Savings Bank. 
Judge Brentano issued an injunction yes- 

terday to prevent the Illinois Trust and 

Sayings Bank from cashing four checks, 

amounting to $10,000, drawn on George R. 

French & Co., a Board of Trade firm. The 

man who drew the checks, George B. Rum- 

ble, was until a few days ago bookkeeper 

for George R. French & Co., but he is now a 

prisoner in the jail, awaiting a hearing on 

the charge of larceny and embezzlement. 

George R. French filed a bill in which he 
alleges that Rumble has been in his employ 
for a year, and was authorized to sign the 
name of George R. French & Co. to checks 
and transact the general business of a Board 
of Trade clerk. On Jan, 24, the complainant 
says, Rumble drew four checks in the firm 
name, payable to the order of Frank Rogers. 
One was for $1,000 and the other three for 
$3,000 each, making $10,000 in all. The next 
day, or the day after that, tho bill says, 
Rumble drew a fifth check, payable to the 
order of Rogers, for $050. He had all the 
checks certified by the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank, in which bank the complain- 
ant had his account. The checks were all 
charged up against the account of the com- 
plainant, who had at that time $11,353.48 on 
deposit. 

On Jan. 24 Rumble also drew a check in 
the name of the firm, payable to Underwood 
& Co., at Fayetteville, N. C., for $361. Un- 
derwood & Co. are customers of the firm, 
and the latter was indebted to the North 
Carolina people to that amount, but the com- 
plainant says Rumble never forwarded the 
check, although he had it certified. Rogers, 
the bill declares, is a myth, or is believed to 
be such, and the checks drawn in his name 
are in the hands of Rumble, unless they have 
been sold to innocent parties. 

On these representations Judge Brentano 
enjoined the payment of the checks, and the 
money which the complainant had in the 
bank, and against which Rumble drew the 
checks, is still there intact. 

Attorney C. M. Hardy, who filed the bill 
for French, said Rumble, who was a trusted 
man, played a neat trick upon his employer, 
but by prompt action the latter had been 
saved from loss. 

“On the 24th of January,” said the attor- 
ney, “‘ French went to Antioch, Wis., to’visit 
his aged mother and was gone several days. 
In his absence Rumble drew these checks, 
amounting to nearly the whole of French's 
bank account, and had them charged up to 
that account. When French went away to 
the country he had nearly $12,000 in the bank 
to meet the bills of his customers, and when 
he returned on the first of this month he took 
his bank book to the bank and asked to have 
his account balanced. He was astonished 
when he was told that he had just $2.31 in the 
bank. He hurried to his office and sum- 
moned his clerk before him. When he was 
asked what had become of all the money in 
the bank Rumble said he had paid it all out 
to customers. ? 

French said he did not owe that much 
money in the world, and demanded to know 
who the customers were. Finally, after 
much questioning, Rumble said $10,000 had 
been paid to Frank Rogers, and the clerk 
tried to make his employer believe there was 
such a person among his customers as Rog- 
ers, 

French at once charged his clerk with at- 

tempting to rob him, but Rumble denied. 

French then gave the bank notice of the 

state of affairs, and on Friday last procured 

a warrant for the arrest of the clerk, who in 

the meantime had disappeared. The war- 

rant was issued by Judge Ball in the Crim- 
inal Court, and yesterday Rumble was ar- 
rested and in default of $5,000 bail commit- 

ted to jail. . 

Rumble will have a hearing before Judge 
Ball at 1 o’clock this afternoon, the Judge 
sitting as an examining magistrate. Mr. 
Hardy said his client had lost nothing by the 
operation, as the injunction prevents the 
bank from paying the checks, while the bank 


account is still undisturbed. The only losers | 


will be parties to whom Rumble may have 


sold the checks, but it is not known whathe | 


has done with them. 

Rumble is 55 years old and lives with his 
wife at No. 2246 Michiganavenue. Attorney 
Hardy said there is evidence that Rubmle 
is not the real name of the prisoner, but he 
has a record in California which is well 
known to the Pinkertons. When he secured 
the position with French & Co. he made him- 
self so useful and was so competent as a 
clerk he was considered a valuable man. 
At the same time the alleged fraudulent 
checks were drawn Rumble paid a number ef 
small bills due customers and checks were 
given for them. 


SORRY TO LOSE JOHN A. PETTIGREW 


But Friends Are Gratified Over His 
Brooklyn Position. 

The appointment of John A. Pettigrew to 
the position of Commissioner of Public 
Works of Brooklyn is highly gratifying to 
his friends in Chicago. Gen. Fitz-Simons 
calls it “an excellent selection,’’ while at 
the same time regretting the loss of Mr. 
Pettigrew’s services to the Western cities. 

Mr. Pettigrew is an Englishman who came 
to America twenty-five years ago. Several 
years after he came to Chicago and worked 
for Edwin Walker in the Lemont stone quar- 
ries. After six years of that work he turned 
his attention to the laying out and establish- 
ing of cemeteries. Then he went South and 
planted orange groves. 

Returning to Chicago he was made Sup- 
erintendent of West Park Improvements 
and later Superintendent of Lincoln Park. 
His most prominent piece of work was the 
lake shore improvement and sea wall from 
North avenue to Fullerton avenue. 

He was a Republican in politics and was 
let go when Altgeld became Governor. Since 
then he has had charge of the Milwaukee 
park system. 

Of Mr. Pettigrew Gen. Fitz-Simons says: 

“For practice and theory Mr. Pettigrew 
is the best botanist in America. No other 
man is so well equipped for park work. He 
was economical and sensible, and was easily 
worth $10,000 a year to Lincoln Park. He 
never should have been allowed to leave 
Chicago.”’ 


CALUMET NOT USELESS TO CHICAGO, 


Collector Russell Emphatic in His 
Opinions About the Cutter. 
Collector of Customs Martin J. Russell 
was emphatic in his opinions yesterday 
anent Mr. Mack's statements regarding the 
uselessness of the revenue cutter Calumet 

to the port of Chicago. Hesaid: 

‘“‘Mr. Mack is mistaken if he says the 
Calumet is useless to Chicago. If fines had 
been collected every time the Calumet has 
reported infractions of the laws they would 


‘aggregate more than the cost of construc- 


tion of the boat. The Calumet has sup- 
pressed and done away with the bumboat 
nuisance, has assisted and regulated the 
movements of vessels, and has been, in 
general, of the greatest use. It has not 
saved any lives because there have been

J. P. Gage, formerly a bank President at 


Clinton, Ia., who was arrested on Saturday |

Efforts to find Gage were of no avail, and 
his friends believed he was dead. 

Gage claims the first arrest was a con- 
spiracy, which cost him his position and 
practically ruined him. 


SAYS POLICEMAN ACTED COWARDLY.

TYPHOID-FEVER DEATHS FEWER. 


Weekly Mortality Rate Falls Below 
the Normal Standard. 

According to the Health Department the 
typhoid fever deaths, which were occasion- 
ing so much concern two weeks ago, are now 
diminishing. During the week ending Feb. 1 
there were thirty-nine deaths from this dis- 
ease. Last week, ending Feb. 8, there were 
twenty-one. The maximum, which has been 
reached from an average of twelve a week 
prior to the middle of last month, ts directly 
attributable to the December pollution of the 
water supply, which for the last week has 
been above suspicion. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
organs, including consumption, furnish more 
than one-fourth of the mortality for the 
week. On the other hand, the deaths from 
diphtheria and croup are steadily decreasing. 

The total deaths for the week were 458, an 
annual death rate of 14.88 in the thousand of 
population estimated at 1,600,000, This is 
materially below what is called the nurmal 
deatli rate of the city, which ts fixed at15.5a 
theusand of population.

LIVELY ROW WITH KINETOSCOPE 
PEOPLE ON FINANCIAL QUESTION. 


Julian Demands 810,000 for Privilege 
of Photographing the Figwht—Stuart 
Under Contract and Stunned by the 
Proposition—Another Quarrel Be- 
isveen Managers Over Division of 
Stnkes if Fieht Is Palled Off—Stuart 
Almost Ready to Abandon Carnival 

*}] Paso, Tex., Feb. 10,—{Special.]—There 

Yixve been lively times today between Dan 

‘stuart, Martin Julian, Bob Fitzsimmons, 

the Maher people, and the parties here who 

are representing the kinetoscope company. 

The trouble began carly this morning. 

Julian came over from Juarez, and ** Buck ” 

Connelly, representing Maher, and _ his 

backer, J. J. Quinn, came down from Las 

Cruces to have a conference with Dan Slu- 

art. Stuart is particularly anxious to have 

the fight pulled off. His agreement with the 
kinetoscope people reaches only as far as 
that. For this service he gets a certain 
sum, and he hoped to get his profit by get- 
ting a big crowd here and selling tickets for 
the fight at from $10 to $90 each. The large 
crowd does not materialize, and Stuart’s 
prospective profits are dwindling, and he is 
looking far away to save as much out of the 
venture for his part as he can. : 

The articles of agreement with Fitz and 


Maher stipulated they were to fight for $10,- | 


000, and if Stuart failed to bring the fight 
off on Feb. 14 he was to forfeit them the 
stake—$5,000. Of this amount $3,000 is in 
the hands of Sam Austin of New York, the 

temporary stakeholder. , 

Hie is expected here tomorrow with James 
Lawler of New Orleans, the final stakehold- 
er, when it was stipulated that the $7,000 
should be put up by Stuart, who of course has 
the money furnished him by the kinetoscope 
people. Neither of the big fighters and none 
of the other fighters have ever put upa cent. 
The backers of the men acknowledge this. 
Joe Vendig has the smaller enterprise in 
charge, and he may quit loser. 

The conference today was at Stuart’s sug- 
gestion to consider a proposition he has to 
make. He said he had done everything in 
his power to bring off the fight, and he 
thought he would surely do so, but some- 
thing might occur beyond his knowledge to 
prevent it, and he asked the men, because 
there were so few people here, to agree to 
divide only the $3,000 now up in case the fight 
did not come off, instead of demanding the 
ffil $10,000. Julian was the first to kick. He 
declared he figured on making at least $5,000 
and that his expenses had been more than the 
$1,500 he would get if this fight did not come 
off. He was sure of getting the $10,000 if the 
fight did come off, for he had no doubt Fitz 
would win. He could not afford to release 
at least $3,500 of his prospective earnings. 
In fact, he flatly refused to agree to Stuart’s 
proposition. 

“ Buck ” Connelly, for Maher, was at first 
inclined to let Stuart have his way. Hesaid 
Maher did not want the money so much as he 
did the chance to meet Fitz, and rather than 
forfeit he would fight for nothing. Still he 
would telegraph to Las Cruces and get a deii- 
nite answer. The answer came demanding 
the contract be adhered to and the confer- 
ence broke up with all hands in an ugly 
mood and the question as to what the fighters 
would get were they not to fight remained un- 
settled. 

Later in the day Stuart notified the man- 
agers of the men he withdrew his request 
and the full $10,000 would be divided between 
them whether they fought or not. It is said, 
however, a revision of the articles of agree- 
ment will be made allowing Stuart to post- 
pone the fight from day to day for a reason- 
able time. It is said Fitz would agree to 
this but Maher demurs. 

Another squabble has come up which 
threatens to break up the whole business. 
Julian has always maintained Fitz would 
not fight.for the kinetoscope unless he was 
paid by e company and paid well. Julian 
has suspected all along the kinetoscope would 
be trained upon his man when the fight 
came off. He this afternoon met E. J. Rector, 
the kinetoscope representative here, and 
neked him if he expected to photograph the 
fizht. Rector admitted he did. Then Julian 
eaid: ‘** I will not allow Fitz to appear in tne 
ring. nor will he appear, unless the company 
fives us $10,000 in cash.” 

.“*]T have nothing to do with you,” replied 
Rector. “My business is with Stuart. Go 
to him.” : 

“Tt makes no difference whom you have 
business with,’’ retorted Julian, “I tell 
you, who are representing the kinetoscope, 
that Fitz will not enter the ring, and permit 
he company to photograph his fighting un- 
less he receives $10,000 cash and gets it be- 
fore he enters the ring.”’ 

Stuart under contract to the company to 
furnish it a big fight and within three days 
of the time set for the fight to come off, one 
of the principals refusing to fight unless he 
gets $10,000 for the photographing privileges. 
Tt stunned Stuart when Rector told of It, 
and made him so mad he was on the point of 
calling everything off. He hunted up Jullan, 
and had a long conversation with him. What 

1e Outcome was is not known, but it is be- 
Imaved Julian was induced to reconsider his 
deanands. He and Fitz returned to Juarez 
la this aftérnoon.

In other words, it will not be 
necessary for the Mexican officials to wait 
until an effort is made to fight actually, but 
having now satisfactory evidence that there 
is a deliberate intention on the part of the 
pugilists to break the law of Mexico the legal 
officers of the State of Chihuahua are now 
under the Mexican practice at liberty to ar- 
rest every member of the party, including 
the would-be spectators, who by their pres- 
ence give encouragement to the intended 
offense. As for New Mexican soil, it is cer- 
tain that the Territorial officials, with tine 
assurances they have received from the Fed- 
eral Government of the fullest measure of 
support in their efforts, first, to prevent the 
fight coming off thereon, and to secure the 
punishment of all participants if it is pulled 
off, regardless of where they may seek ref- 
uge in .the United States, are now fully able 
to meet any movement of the fighters. 

In reference to the current rumor that an 
attempt will be made to pull off the fight on 
some of the islands of the Rio Grande, or 
other lands which cannot now be accurately 
said to be_in either Mexico or Texas, it is 
intimated here that if in such case the Mex- 
ican officials see fit to assume jurisdiction 
over any such tract for the prevention of an 
act in violation of the lgws of both the United 
States and ae ur a eta thon not

President Willison 
made the address of greeting.

Other speakers were Senator Gorman, 
Sterling Elliott, and the advocates respect- 
ively of Louisville and Toledo for the sum- 
mer. é 

Wheelmen from all parts of the country 
attending the national assembly had a busy 
time of it today. The fight between Louis- 
ville and Toledo for the summer meet and 
the contest between the candidates for chief 
officers, together with the meeting for the 
discussion of good roads and the big banquet 
tonight, kept the delegates interested and en- 
tertained from early in the morning until 
long after midnight. 

The politicians having ih charge the can- 
vass for the two national tickets worked 
harder today in the hotel lobbies than they 
would on the track to win the best prize ever 
offered. The New England League is mak- 
ing a great fight for Sterling Elliott of Mas- 
sachusetts for President. They are good 
workers and buttonhole every delegate in 
the interest of their ticket. 

The majority of the Colonels from Ken- 
tucky who are booming Louisville for the 
summer meet appear to be with Willison. 
The only objection raised to Elliott is that 
he is too progressive. The Willison men 
argue that the Massachusetts candidate's 
schemes for the advancement of the league 
have not always been successful, and that 
he is not as conservative as the Maryland 
man. Elliott, however, has the most in- 
dustrious support of the New York as well 
as the New England delegates, although 
today the Willison workers were claiming 
several of the latter. The New 
York delegation comes here pledged 
to Elliott. A. G. Batchelder of 
New York the handicapper of that division, 
and who is considered a future Chairman of 
the Racing Board, has announced, as one 
of the New York delegation pledged to 
Elliott, in his judgment Willison was the 
best man, and as he could not vote the way 
he thought he resigned. This gives the New 
York division one less vote, or twenty-six. 
The -Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Iilinois, 
lowa, Indiana, and Ohio delegates are divid- 
ed, though it is believed the Western men 
will rally to the support of the Willison 
ticket. The name of an Illinois man on the 
Elliott ticket is expected to have a big in- 
fluence with the delegates from that section.

“The government can and will do much,” 
he said, *‘ when we have a National Govern- 
mer’ Highway Commission. That commis- 
sion can, by visits to different parts of States, 
gain a great influence in the road building 
line. 

“The wheelmen can coéperate with the 
government by having convicts work in 
quarries to crush the stone.”’ 

The other speakers were: F. G. Harrison, 
Secretary of the New Jersey Road Commis- 
sion; Geoge A. Perkins, Chairman of the 
Massachusetts State Highway Commission; 
Edward H. Bacon of Louisville, Ky.; G.

WHERE IST. B. CLOHESY? 


HAS BEEN MISSING A WEEK AND HIS 
MURDER IS FEARED. 


Member of the Real Estate Firm of 
Brady & Clohesy and Secretary of 
the Golden Rule Building and Loan 
Association, but His Accounts Are 
Said to Be Straight—Fricnds Can 
Find No Trace of Him—Farther In- 
vestigation to Be Made. 

Thomas B. Clohesy has disappeared. Why 
nobody knows. His affairs have been found 
in good condition and there is a belief among 
many of his friends he may be dead—perhaps 
murdered for the money he carried. On 
Monday of last week he left home and went 
to busines as usual. Later in the day he 
was present at the trial of a case ina Justice 
court. When it was finished he did not return 
to his office-nor did he go home that evening. 
Since then fiis friends have found no trace of 


him. 

Mr. Clohesy was the junior partner of the 
firm of Brady & Clohesy, dealers in real es- 
tate, No. 700 West Lake street. Besides 
this he was Secretary of the Golden Rule 
Building and Loan Association, which had 
its headquarters in his offices. Assoon as his 
disappearance became known Oscar M. 
Brady, who is his business partner, and also 
President of the Golden Rule Building and 
Loan Association, immediately looked up 
the firm’s accounts and found them all 
straight. A meeting of the directors of the 
Building and Loan Association was alsv 
called at once and was held on Sunday after- 
noon. As far as the directors could tell the 
affairs of the association were all right, but 
an extended overhauling of accounts was 
necessary to make certain. In consequence 
an expert accountant was set to work upon 
the books yesterday and a complete investl- 
gation is now in progress. 

Mr. Clohesy formerly lived in a flat at No. 
901 Park avenue on the West Side. Mrs. 
Clohesy packed up the household articles 
yesterday and last eveing took her valuables 
and her l-year-old child and went back 
again to her mother’s house. She professed 
ignorance of her husband’s whereabouts 
and feared she would never see him again. 

There are a number of reasons which in- 
cline Mr. Clohesy’s friends to the opinion it 
was not financial troubles which caused his 
disappearance. In his building and loan as- 
sociation he had given a bond of $5,000 
which is secured by two good bondsmen, 
one of whom is his‘ather. Besides this he 
is reported to be the owner of real estat 
worth from $5,000 to $6,000, none of which 
has been transferred or disposed of in any 
way, but still stands in his name. He had 
no vicious habits of any kind, so say his 
friends, and was not extravagant. 

The missing man is 38 years old, of good 
appearance, and rather well, though not 
fastidiously, dressed. He is five feet nine 
and one-half inches tall, and weighs nearly 
180 pounds. His hair is brown, considerably 
streaked with gray. When last seen he wore 
a dark suit of clothes and a peak cap, with 
little or no jewelry.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


SECRET CUTTING OF EAST-BOUND 
FREIGHT RATES INTIMATED, 


‘Last Week's Through Shipments Show 
Increase of Over 7,000 Tons—Lines 
Out of Chicago Deny They Intend 
to Return to Discarded System of 
Unlimited Ride Suburban Tickets— 
Illinois Central Dividend Declared 
—New Canadian Pacitic Alliance. 


Cutting of. east-bound freight rates does | 


not seem to have been stopped by the forma- 
tion of the joint traffic trust. The volume 
of shipments from Chicago continues to be 


abnormally large, last week’s through ship- ' 


ments amounting to &2,889 tons, against 
81,859 tons for the week previous. All the 
business contracted for, at the low rates in 
effect prior to Jan. 1 must have been dis- 
posed of ere this, and it cannot now he 
claimed part of the business was “‘in transit’”’ 
at the time the advance in rates became 
effective. 

The opinion is secret rate cutting is being 
done with the consent of the Board of Man- 
agers of the Joint Traffic Association. It 
has been intimated in THe Trispunep hereto- 


fore that under the new pooling agreement | 


percentages are to be evened up by allow- 
inf roads which failed to carry their allot- 
ted percentage to give cut rates to certain 
large and specially favored shippers, and 
this it is believed is now being done té even 
up the January percentages. This would 
explain the unusually large amount of the 
business done by a few of the Chicago east- 
bound roads. 

Flour shipments last week were 17,488 
tons, against 8,502 tons last year; grains, 
54,199 tons, against 27,753 tons; provisions, 
11,202 tons, against 17,000 tons. 

The percentages carried by the various 
roads were as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 
8.8; Big Four, 8.9; Chicago and Erie, 16.4; 
Chicago and Grand Trunk, 10.4; Lake Shore, 
10.7; Michigan Central, 15; Nickel Plate, 10; 
Pan-Handle, 5; Fort Wayne, 7.7; Wabash, 7.1. 


NO UNLIMITED RIDE TICKETS. 
Railroad Officials Deny Any Intention 
of Going Back to Discarded System. 

The report that the railroads tapping 
towns adjacent to Chicago are contemplat- 
ing the issue of monthly tickets giving un- 
limited rides for the same fixed monthly 
charge as it costs to buy eommutation tick- 
ets is without foundation in fact. 

“No such change is contemplated on the 
Rock Island,” said General Passenger Agent 
Sebastian yesterday, “‘ and as far. as,I. know 
no other road intends to do such a thing. The 
scheme was tried some years ago, and 
proved a decided failure. The tickets were 
manipulated and used by parties not en- 
titled to them, and were finally taken off.” 

General Passenger Agent Eustis of the 
Burlington said his company would not put 
such unlimited tickets, even if every 
other roadin this city would. The few roads 
in the East which were selling such tickets 
have an immense suburban population, and 
they are sold only to persons known to be 
residents of the suburbs. Suburban fares on 
the Chicago lines, Mr. Eustis claims, are 


cheaper than anywhere else where the same | 


conditions prevail. Business-men’s monthly 
tickets now sold on the Burlington average 
a little over one-half-a-cent per mile, and 
family commutation tickets one cent a mile. 

The officials of the other roads all denied 
they had any intention whatever of going 
back to the old discarded system. 


Holds Terminal Road Responsible. 

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—W. W. 
Gurley and C. J. F. Kraft, attorneys of Chi- 
cago, are here taking depositions in the 
case of Edward R. Brainard of Chicago vs. 
the Terminal railroad company of this city. 
Mr. Brainard contracted with the railroad 
company to sé@ll.the stone work in the new 
union station. This he did, but he claims the 
railroad owes him $34,000 on the job. The 
Terminal company claims it paid all bills

Central a cash dividend of 2% per cent has 
been declared upon the capital stock of the 
company, payable March 2, 1896, to stock- 
holders of record on Feb. 8. Transfer books 
reopen March 3. Gross receipts from traffic 
for the month of January, 1896, show an 
estimated increase of $196,276 over January, 
1895. The six months ended Dec. 31, 1895, 
compared with the same month in 1894, show 
an increase in gross receipts from traffic of 
$1,437,206. Operating expenses ehow an 
increase of $1,187,661.

WORK OF THE Y.M.C.A. | 


PROCEEDINGS OF ANNUAL MEETING 
AT ASSOCIATION HALL. 


President Hubbard in His Report Sug- 
gests a Down-Town Building to Be 
Used as a Dormitory for Men Out 
of Work—Bullding Committee Tells 
of the Construction of the La Salle 
Street Headquarters—Receipts and 
Expenses During the Last Year. 


The Young Men’s Christian Association 
held its thirty-eigth anniversary exercises 
last night in the presence of 1,500 persons 
interested in the work. The exercises were 
held in Association Auditorium. Reports of 
the various departments were made, includ- 
ing the first public report on the erection and 
condition of the association’s new home in 
La Salle street. 

For haif an hour the gathgring was enter- 
tained by music by the West Side Depart- 
ment Orchestra and selections by the Central 
Department Male Quartet. Then the Rev. 
Thomas C. Hall of the Fourth Presbyterian 
Church read from the scriptures and offered 
prayer, and reports were declared in order. 

The financial statement of the new home 
was made by Cyrus H. McCormick, Chair- 
man of the Building committee. 


Building Committee Report. 

After referring to the sale of the Madison 
street property and the construction of the 
new building Mr. McCormick said: 

‘Wwing to thé difficulty of completing the 
building it was decided to secure its comple- 
tion with money borrowed from a syndicate. 
The income from this auditorium, including 
@ certain charge to the association for its 
use, is turned over to the syndicate to form 


a sinking fund for the repayment of this ' 


loan. The results thus far have shown the 
wisdom of the plan, as the income has paid 
the fixed charges and a sinking fund has been 
formed which is gradually accumulating. 

‘**In the same manner the natatorium was 
finished by another syndicate, and the pro- 
ceeds from the ticket sales is applied to pay 
the running expenses and interest, and also 
form a sinking fund for the repayment of 
this loan. 

“In following the conservative policy 
adopted at the beginning of this building en- 
terprise, by which no expenses were to be in- 
‘curred the money for the payment of which 
Was not provided beforehand, the Building 
committee did not feel justified in letting 
contracts for the finishing of the entire 
thirteen stories, and therefore made con- 
tracts in May, 1892, for the completion of the 
lower nine stories. The panic delayed the 
completion of the upper four stories until 
th@early months of 1895. This delay has 
added to the cost of the building a large 
accumulation of interest, and because it was 
not ready for tenants May 1, 1894, has cut 
off alarge amount ofincome. From Novem- 
ber, 1893, to May 1, 1895, during which time 
the building was in a more or less unfin- 
ished condition, there wasa necessary deficit 
in operating charges which has been placed 
in the building account. 


Building Is Profitable. 


‘This shows a deficit in operating charges 
to May 1, 1805; since that time the building 
has been carrying itself, and all income over 
operating expenses, including interest, is set 
aside by the trustees for a sinking fund with 
which to meet the first maturing bonds. The 
success of the management of the associa- 
tion in promoting the building enterprise is 
apparent when it is considered that in spite 
of the business depression during the greater 
part of its construction the building is now 
paying fixed charges and devoting half the 
entire space, free of rental, to the Central 
Department. The result has more than 
justified the erection of the building. 

‘* A summary of the present situation shows 
that $39,750 is still required to pay off out- 
standing loans and certificates of indebted- 
ness. In addition to this, .$36,300 must be 
secured by contribution to remove the indebt- 
edness to the syndicate for the completion 
of the auditorium and natatorium, making 
a total requirement of $76,050 before the en- 
tire building enterprise can be said to be 
eompleted. 

“ This statement includes an item of $21,000, 
which has been charged to profit and loss 
by the reason of the failure of that amount 
in subscriptions, and $12,000 of the bonds 
which are held in trust to insure a life an- 
nuity of $600, which was a charge against the 
land purchase on La Salle street.

Dormitory for Men Out of Work. 


“The association now greatly needs in 
the heart of the city a suitable building for 
what is known as “ rescue work.’’ Wemean 
by this a branch for the unfortunate but de- 
serving young men out of employment or 
carning wages barely enough to meet their 
actual living needs. Such a building would 
cost, according to location and equipment, 
from $100,000 to $200,000. It should be one 
five or six stories high, with a ground floor 
occupied by a store in front, and an entrance 
through from the street to a large hallin the 
rear, where a religious service for men could 
be held every evening in the week. Above 
should be a floor wholly devoted to dormi- 
tories, and a lunch room for men who are un- 
able to find steady work. In connection with 
the building should be wood or coal yards, 
or other place of employment, where, by their 
labor, men could pay for lodging and meals. 

“Another story could be devoted to other 
sleeping accommodations and a restaurant 
for young men who had been assisted to 
temporary or permanent employment, but 
because of small wages or personal appear- 
ance were unable to locate in private board- 
ing-houses. These would pay their own way, 
the association providing meals and lodging 
at cost. One or two upper stories might be 
used for educational work adapted to the 
class of men reaéhed in such a building. At 
present there is no place where the associa- 
tion can care for more than a small number 
of the unfortunate and homeless young men. 
We have no fund from which to pay for their 
lodging or meals, and to care for them in our 
present building would limit our work to 
that class alone. That we have a duty to 
such men is unquestioned, and for failure to 
help these men are criticised. That we are 
not equipped to reach them is to be deplored. 

** Briefly, the association needs money ior 
the cancellation of our debt on the Central 
Building. We greatly desire the community 
to know the object, methods, and practical 
results of our efforts. We should have en- 
dowments for specific objects.”

CHARGES ALDERMEN WITH HAVING 
BEEN BOUGHT BY YERKES, 


Makes an Effort Before the Council 
Committee on Streets and Alleys 
West to Save Jackson Street for 
the Central Electric Railway — 
Commissioner Downey Resents His 
Treat m ent—Boulevard Ordinance 
Recommended for Passage. 


Ald. Bidwill tried. hard before the Commit- 
tee on Streets and Alleys West yesterday 
afternoon to save Jackson street for the 
proposed Central Electric railway. He was 
sustained by Ald. Lammers, but they were 
defeated, though Ald. Bennett, Engel, and 
Sayle voted with them. 

The matter came up when Ald. Campbell 
called up his ordinance introduced in the 
Council on Dec. 9 turning that portion of 
Jackson street lying between the river and 
Halsted street over to the West Park Board 
to be made and maintained a boulevard. 

During the discussion Ald. Bidwill loudly 
accused Ald. Campbell, Powers, and Ma- 
hony of having been bought by Mr. Yerkes 
and of working the boulevard scheme in his 
interest. He also laid the same accusation 
against the West Side property-owners who 
were present and declared his ability to 
prove it. At one time the argument between 
the Alderman and Building Commissioner 
Downey got so warm a Clash was threat- 
ened. Mr. Downey was being heard by the 
committee wh@a Ald. Bidwill insisted upon 
interrupting him with questions and insin- 
uating he was being paid for his services. 

Ald. Bidwill and Powers, the latter hotly 
resenting the implication he had been bought 
by Mr. Yerkes, snapped their fingers in each 
other’s faces. Ald. Campbell and Mahony 
also assailed the Ninth-Warder, as did 
George Birkhoff Jr., whom he questioned in 
what was considered an invidious manner. 

The pretext upon which Ald. Lammers 
hung his excuse for opposing the measure 
was that Sec. 2 provides people doing busi- 
ness in that portion of the street in question 
shall be permitted to drive their business 
teams upon the boulevard within the block. 
He wanted this section stricken out entirely 
and moved to have it done. Ald. Bennett 
seconded the motion. It was defeated by a 
vote of 5 to 8. 

At 2 o’clock only seven of the fifteen mem- 
bers were present. They were:

Chairman Keats wanted to adjourn, but 
the others insisted on going ahead with the 
business.

Lammers, Engel, and Bennett 
then hurried in from an adjoining room and 
half an hour later Ald. Bidwill appeared. 
It proved a warm session. 

As a last resort Ald. Lammers moved ac- 

tion be postponed until Commissioner Kent 
could make a report to the committee on 
the property frontage petition. To this Ald. 
Campbell moved, as an amendment, the 
ordinance be recommended for passage and 
the .Commissioner of Public Works make 
his frontage report direct ‘to the Council. 
This was carried, those voting in the affirm- 
ative being:

LETS CONTRACT ON A VIADUCT. 
Commissioner Kent Awards the Job 
to John Ruddy for £35,700. 
Commissioner Kent let a contract yester- 
day for the substructure of a viaduct over 
the Union Stock-Yards Transit company's 
tracks in Halsted street. John Ruddy, be- 
ing the lowest bidder, $35,700, got the award. 
The proposed structure will be 1,348 feet 
long, running from Thirty-ninth street south 
to a point 248 feet south of Forty-first street. 
The estimated cost is all to be borne by the 
railroad corporation. The plans were pre- 
pared during Mayor Harrison’s last admin- 
istration and at that time the railroad peo- 
ple offered to stand one-half the expense, 
estimated at $56,000. Yesterday they agreed 
to bear the whole of it, to raise the houses 
along the approaches up to grade, to de- 
press their roadway at the crossing of the 
Lake Shore and Rock Island tracks east of 
Stewart avenue, thus permitting the latter 

to proceed with their elevation work. 

A committee of Sixth Ward citizens called 
on Mayor Swift to protest against the via- 
duct being built, as it would establish a bad 
precedent. Father Kelly headed the dele- 
gation. F. H. Winston appeared for the 
Union Stock-Yards Transit company. Ad- 
dressing Father Kelly, the Mayor said: 

“I thought you assailed me bitterly a 
short time ago because I would consent to 
anything besides elevation. Now the whole 
proposition is this: You must act in accord- 
ance with the topography of the country. 
At some places we must elevate, at some 
depress, and at others we must place via- 
ducts.’’

COOK COUNTY NORMAL TRANSFER. 


Commissioners Authorize President 
Healy to Execute the Deed. 

The County Board yesterday took final 
action in the transfer of the Cook County 
Normal School to the city. Chairman Ritter 
of the School committee offered a preamble 
and a resolution on the subject, which were 
adopted unanimously and without debate. 
They recited the attorneys of the County 
Board and the Board of Education and the 
Corporation Counsel of the city had agreed 
on a deed of conveyance, dnd authorized and 
directed President Healy and Clerk Knopf 
to execute it. 

The deed referred to is a warranty deed in 
the usual form, with a nominal considera- 
tion of $1, and with five conditions, the 
fourth of which contains a covenant of re- 
version in case the other conditions are not 
complied with. These conditions are con- 
tained in the habendum, which is as follows: 

“To have and to hold the said premises 
above described, with the appurtenances, 
unto the said party of the second part, its 
successors and assigns, forever, upon the 
following express terms, conditions, and 
agreements, which have been heretofore 
duly ratified and accepted by the said parties 
hereto—to-wit: 

* First—The Board of Education of the 
City of Chicago, or its successors, shall 
maintain upon the premises hereinbefore 
described, as a part of the general educa- 
tional system under its care and control, a 
normal school for the training of teachers. 

** Second—The normal school for the train- 
ing of teachers, to be maintained by the said 
Board of Education upén said real estate, 
shall be open to pupils residing outside of 
the City of Chicago and within the limits of 
Cook County, subject to the same qualifi- 
cations for admission prescribed for pupils 
residing within the limits of the City of 
Chicago. And for each of said pupils re- 
siding outside of the City of Chicago and 
within the limits of said Cook County, IIL, 
admitted to said normal school, the said 
County of Cook shall pay to the said Board 
of Education a tuition fee at the rate of $2 
per annum for each semi-school year of at- 
tendance of said pupil. Said tuition fee to be 
computed and paid semi-annually. 

* Third—Any schools which may be main- 
tained by said Board of Education upon said 
real estate, other than the said Normal 
School, shall be open to all pupils of lawful 
ace residing in a district to be formed in 
the vicinity of said school, the boundaries of 
said district to be determined by said Board 
of Education. 

** Fourth—The whole of said premises shall 
be held and used by said second party for 
school purposes, and the portion thereof not 
occupied by buildings shall be suitably pre- 
pared, ornamented, and maintained as 
school grounds for the use of said schools, 
and should said premises cease to be used for 
the purpose and in the manner herein speci- 
fied the title thereof, together with the right 
of any possession thereof, shall revert to 
and vest in the said County of Cook. 

** Fifth—In case the said Board of Educa- 
tion shall erect upon said real estate any 
school building or buildings, the rtion of. 
said real estate occupied by building 
or each of said buildings, and the ground ad- 
jacent thereto, not exceeding one acre in 
the case of each of said buildings, shall be- | 
come the absolute property of the City of 
Chicago, in trust for the use of schools, and 
the provision for a reversion contained in 
the last paragraph shall be waived so far as 


‘BAD BUGS IN THE WATER. 


QUEER SPECIMENS FOUND IN AN EV- 
ANSTON HYDRANT.

Big and Little, Lively and Sluggish, 
Ten Legs and Two Legs, All Colors 
and Smells, on Ground Plan of 
Hairy Substance Resembling Horse 
Blanket—Even University Profes- 
sors and Experts Do Not Know the 
Names of All in Collection. 

If the Evanston water continues to be as 


full of bacteria and bugs, mollusks and mi- 
crobes, as it has for the last few days there 


will be a disposition to abandon the support: 


of the four-mile league and let saloons in to 
furnish the drinkables for the city. 

In the Evanston Fire Department is ex- 
hibited a quart tin can nearly full ofa slimy 
mass of dirt and bugs. This was taken from 
the hydrant at Judson avenue and Dempster 
street last Saturday and the bugs are still 
alive. The ground plan of this mess is a 
hairy, fibrous substance something like a 


horse-blanket. 

This is swarming with animal life. Big 
bugs and little bugs, lively and sluggish 
bugs are there. Bugs with ten legs and 
bugs with two, bugs of all colors and all 
smells make up this collection that came 
out of a city water hydrant. 

Puzzle Professors. 

Even the university professors do not 
know the names of all the bugs in the col- 
lection. Most of them are crawfish, but 
there are at least a dozen kinds in the bunch 
that Health Commissioner Clapp, Fire Mar- 
shal Harrison, Commissioner of Public 
Works Wymond, or any of the other ex- 
perts who have seen them, cannot put @ 


name to. 

It is impossible to estimate how long the 
Evanston people have been drinking water 
that has filtered through this remarkable 
collection of bugs. Mr. Wymond says that 
particular water pipe from which these 
bugs were taken was laidin 1876. It has been 
flushed every little while since, but never 
has been properly cleaned before, because 
not until now has the City of Evanston had 
a fire engine with which the work could be 
done. 

It is probable the bugs have been growing 
there for years. Now all the water pipes 
in the city are to be pumped out, and no 
doubt enough more bugs will. be secured 
to make a respectable addition to the unli- 
versity museum. 

Last Saturday Health Commissioner Clapp 
sounded a warning note by advising people 
to boil all their drinking water. This was 
done on account of a report made to him 
by Prof. Vernon J. Halil of Northwestern 
University, demonstrator in chemistry. 

His tests of the water, made under Dr. 
Clapp’s direction, showed there was an ex- 
cess of chlorine and albumenoid ammonia, 
and it was absolutely necessary to boil the 
water to make it healthful for either drink- 
ing or culinary purposes, 


Nobody Knows What It Is. 


Prof. Charles B. Atwell of the Northwest- 
ern University School of Chemistry wrote 
to Dr. Clapp yesterday: . 

** We are filnding an unusual quantity of 
bacteria in the water supply, going as high 
as 1,600 to the centimeter. I have some 
forms from the water growing on gelatine 
and on potatoes and find the red yeast too 
frequent.”’ 

* What is red yeast?” Dr. Clapp was asked. 

‘“ That’s what nobody knows. 
growth that we have found in the water late- 
ly, and no one knows exactly what it is.’’ 

‘Would you say these ‘new growths’ 
and bugs and things made the water unsafe 
or unfit to drink?” 

‘** Not necessarily. The contamination has 
not yet reached the point we consider dan- 
gerous, but it has reached the point where 
we think it much safer to boil all the water.”’ 

“What is the cause of the contamina- 
tion?’’ 

‘“*I hardly care to be quoted, but it is my 
private opinion the contamination is the 
direct result of the sewage from the Chicago 
River. It is not generally known, but there 
is a strong return current in the lake, setting 
northward halfamilefromshore. As every- 
body knows, the shore current is distinctly 
to the south, but the outer current sets the 
other way. I think when during the winter 
floods the sewage in the Chicago River was 
carried into the lake, it has remained there 
ever since, held in solution. In warm 
weather it might be dissipated, but this cold 
weather it stays in the water, and I think 
that is what we are getting here now.” 

Mayor Dyche’s Views. 

Mayor Dyche said he did rot see any great- 
er cause for alarm than had existed for some 
time. 
be troubled more or less by Chicago sewage 
until the drainage canal was confpleted. He 
thought that would be of great benefit to 
Evanston, and in the meantime everybody 
ought to boil their drinking water. While 
the contamination of the drinking water by 
the sewage of Evanston itself was not great 
the danger from that source was increasing 
constantly. Eventually Evanston would 
have to go into the drainage district, not only 
for its own actual protection but as well to 
satisfy the timid people and the real estate 
men, who were insisting even now that a 
questionable water supply depreciated prop- 
erty values. 

As far as the bugs were concerned, he had 
not seen any of them and knew nothing 
about them, but he boiled and filtered all 
his own drinking water, and had for some 
time.

‘‘As I understag@ it,’’ said a local agent yes- 
terday, ¢‘ local agents in Chicago and in other 
cities are paid low commissions because they are 
good, while the agents in Cincinnati, who have 
been bad, and who have violated rules, cut com- 
missions, and otherwise misbehaved, are being 
paid 5 per cent more on each class of business to 
keep them from straying again from the straight 
and narrow path.’’ 

Managers complain of the results of the unfon 
meeting for several reasons. One is there was ap- 
parently too much tnfluence exerted by officers of 
the companies from New York who were in at- 
tendance at the meeting. It seemed the majority 
of Western managers merely acted as mouthpieces 
for the New York men. Members of committees, 
when it came time to vote on any proposition be- 
fore the committee, would excuse themselves, one 
at a time, leave the committee room and confer 
with the New York officials, and then return to 
cast a vote. One Western manager, whose name 
the other managers will not make public, had him- 
self proposed a resolution and had spoken warmly 
in its favor. He received a note during his speech, 
and after it was over he left the committee roor 
and was seen in conference with a New York 
official. He returned to the committee room, 
and after apologizing for the necessity for his 
action, withdrew the resolution and voted ex- 
actly in the opposite. Managers in Chicago 
claim the entire work of the union was managed 
and controlled from New York. 

Another cause for complaint managers have i# 
the powers given the committee regarding the tak- 
ing off of rates on sprinkled risks wherever com- 
petition from mutual or non-union companies was 
encountered. Entire power is given the commit- 
tee to reduce or entirely suspend rates upon any 
sprinkled risk, where such competition Is met. It 
is not necessary even that the sprinkler equipment 
be put fn to have rates suspended. If the owner of 
the property announces his intention of putting 
in a sprinkler equipment some time in the near 
future the committee may take action upon a 
reduction of rates.

HOW THE UNITED STATES AND ITS 
CUSTOMS IMPRESS HER. 


Noted English Reformer Delivers an 
Address at Steinway Hall and Sings 
Shelley’s “Ode to the Skylark,” the 
Music of Which Is Her Own Compo- 
sition—What She Thinks of the 
Homes on This Side.Compared with 
Those in England. 

Mrs. Chant was introduced at Steinway 
Hall last night by C. C. Bonney as “‘a woman 
who could write a poem.and set it to music, 
trim a hat, cook a dinner, or sing a song and 
play her own accompaniment.” She then 
sang Shelley’s “‘ Ode tg the Skylark,” the 
music of which was her own. Inthe lecture 
which followed Mrs. Chant gave her ** Im- 
pressions of America.’’ She said in part: 

‘“‘ When I come here! don’t expect to abuse 
your hospitality by using too keen eyes and 
telling of all the things I see. It is a poor 
kind of wit that finds out only whatis weak, 
and there is already too prevalent a 
tendency among men and women to 
take the moods of dyspepsia in 
which to tell how they feel. 
I have noticed the people who criticise most 
freely are those who are thmselves most 
open to criticism. The people for whom I 
have a deep-rooted aversion are those who 
tell me of my faults. 

Differs from Other Countries. 

‘“‘In England I have been taken to task 
fer painting America the color of the rose, 
but I want my own house painted pink in- 
stead of blue. Wherein America is differ- 
ent from any other country on earth is un- 
‘definable. It is not because of the scenery, 
because that is largely a matter of atmos- 
phere, and we have fully as beautiful a 
prospect on the other side, nor is it because 
of kindheartedness on the part of the people 
of the United States, English people are 
equally kind. There is something in Amer- 
ica which lifts one to a higher plane. 

“I suppose I ought to say I was at first 
surprised at the size of the United States, 
but I was not I remember on my first visit. 
I arranged for a lecture in New York one 
day, a luncheon in Pkiladelphia the same 
evening, and a talk in Chicago the day fol- 
lowing. I have not done it since. 


Chieago’s Tall Buildings. 


“On first coming to Chicago I was ap- 

alled at the sight of the tall buildings. 

hey seemed about to fall on the cab and 
erush it. Were I subject to mal de mer I 
should have certainly been seasick. 

‘‘ Another impression is conveyed by the 
way you feed. It is vastly different from 
ours, It took me some time to get ac- 
quainted with ice cream, but I have nothing 
to say against it. Baked beans appeared to 
‘me a wonderfully popular dish, but after 
three helpings of them when we first met 
they will hereafter appear on my table at 
home every Saturday night. Then the com- 
fort of your houses. I wish we might im- 

rt some American architecture. Your 

uildings illustrate your characters. 


American Homes Social. 


*“‘It has been said there was no home life 
over here. The sociability manifested in 
American homes is delightful. At home I 
feel locked up. The curious British desire 
for solitude has made things insular. A 
thing which strikes me as singular in Amer- 
ican houses is the fact there is no room for 
the father and mother sacred from the chil- 
dren. This needsalittleadjustment. There 
should be a sanctum sanctorum in every 
house. 

** Facilities for travel in America are won- 
derful, but after paying handsomely for a 
berth in a sleeping-car one is entitled toa 
few hours’ sleep, which he does not always 
get. President Cleveland and politics are 
doubtless interesting subjects, but one does 
not care to hear them discussed all night. 

“*T have been impressed with your church- 

-@es. They have virtues and also tendencies 
to faults. Late comers should be seated in 
rear pews. and labeled until they reform. 
American churchgoers like too well to have 
their singing done for them. There is a 
scarcity of hymnology. Americans have 
beautiful voices and should use them. Con- 
gregational singing marks the progress of 
the people spiritually. 

“One weak place is the bringing up of 
children. If they were taught more sub- 
jection in youth, future lives would be 
stronger and more beautiful. But the ma- 
chinery of home government should never 
be felt or seen. Obedience should come 
through love. A nation of churchgoers 
should be trained up for the future. 

“One of the darkest American problems 
is that of domestic help. It cannot be said 
American girls do not take to service be- 
cause of its slavery. It might be because of 
the idea it is more ‘respectable’ to be in 
stores or factories, or because the trend of 
American citizens does not lead toward 
hard work. The pendulem has been swung 
a little too much toward book education. 
Children are too hotly pressed to make a 
record with their books and not with their 
hands. If children were trained more to 
manual labor the problem would in time 
solve itself. In colleges I would have a dis- 
tinctive honor for the girls who gracuate in 
the domestic arts. 

“IT must speak with reverence of a country 
which has learned what to do with its crim- 
inals. The old prison system crushed the 
manhood out of men; the modern one saved 
everything worth saving; it appeals to the 
a side of human character and holds out 

ope. 

“One of the dangers is that the oncoming 
generation will forget the conditions which 
made America great; will forget the rock 
whence they sprung. She has the materials 
vd an art and a literature found nowhere 
else. 

“A country is interpreted by its news- 

apers. Were I the editor of one I would 


ave an ‘honors’ column, wherein noble - 


deeds of citizens would be set forth instead 
of murders and massacres.” 


MRS. CHANT AT WILLARD HALL. 
Pleads for the Cultivation of a Cosmo- 
politan Sympathy. 

Mrs. Chant spoke at Willard Hall yester- 
day noon on “ Public Amusements.’’ The 
hall was crowded with an eager, enthusiastic 
throng, and many were unable to gain en- 
trance. At every turn the speaker was in- 

terrupted by hearty applause. 

While Mrs. Chant is an advocate of only 
the higher class amusements, she has broad 
ideas of the subject. Several times during 
her talk she besought a tolerance for amuse- 
ments not on a level, perhaps, with one’s 
individual taste, yet essential to others 
whose environment had not been conducive 
to the development of higher ideas of amuse- 
ment. She declared they should not be ban- 
ished, but raised, if possible, to a higher 
level.

Until recently Miss Beecher has been at 
the head of Hartford Seminary, founded in 
1822 by Catherine Beecher, the institution 
with which Harriet Beecher Stowe was also 
identified. The,.present course of lectures 
is in the direction of widening a field of use- 
fulness. 

In the course of her address Miss Beecher 
said: ‘“‘ That women—some women—are 
thinking is a patent and palpable fact. In 
the equally notable fact some women are not 
thinking lies one of the most dreaded dan- 
gers of the future. How women think, why 
they think, and what they think, is yet to be 
unfolded. The fact that thought, profound 
and practical, is stirring all the forces ofa 
few is manifest. The results are still in 
embryo. What will be the final outcome is 
in the future. 

“Woman is herself now considering the 
circle in which she is and must ever be the 
center, but the circumference of which she 
has not yet even dreamed—viz.: the domes- 
tic circle, the home, with the responsibilities 
of wifehood and motherhood. She is learn- 
ing that wifehood is not being a machine, 
to be run for a certain routine of domestic 
duties, nor yet being the enslaved idol, pro- 
tected in idleness and uselessness. She is 
discovering a true wifely relation demands 
companionship, community of interest, ca- 
pacity for helpfulness, and the thought is 
inspiring her with the desire to qualify her- 


—- 


mitigate, if she may not altogether destroy, 
these dangers. 

“It were worse than useless longer to 
waste time in the consideration of the sphere 
of woman, or the sphere of man, as though 
they were absolutely discreet and antag- 
onistic. These spheres, if they mean any- 
thing, stand simply for the duties and re- 
sponsibilities which in the nature and con- 
stitution of things belong to each, which 
each can discharge in a manner best promo- 
tive to the highest good to themselves and 
the race. 


Of the Race. 


“Woman, in thinking of the well being of 
the race of which she and hers are parts, is 
recognizing the necessity of a realization of 
the aphorism ‘a sound mind in a sound 
body,’ and she is reaching out in every direc- 
tion for light to guide her, for wis- 
dom to aid her, in this achievement: 
and she finds the laws of life must be 
understood in order that the bit of helpless 
mechanism committed to her care may have 
its primal right; the right to be well born. 
Beyond all power to express, aye, beyond all 
permission to express, is woman thinking of 
the stupendous crime of starting on an end- 
less career beings who must take up the 
plaint of David, who for himself and prophet- 
ically for those who came after him cried in 
bitterness of spirit and in extenuation of 
weakness and of wickedness: ‘I was con- 
ceived in sin, I was shapen in iniquity.’ ”
